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THE WAR ON THE CHINESE 


WHY THE FRENCH HAVE SUS- 
PENDED HOSTILITIES. 
GERMANY SAID TO HAVE INTERFERED—CHI- 
NESE OFFICERS PROMOTED—SICKNESS 

AMONG THE FRENCH TROOPS, 

Tren-Tstn, Sept. 24.—The Governor-Gen- 
eral of Min Che, comprising the Provinces of 
Che-Kiang and Fo-Kien, has been dismissed 
from office and degraded in rank, but the Gov- 
ernor and the General of the Province of Fo- 
Kien, in which Foo-Choo is situated, have both 
been retained. The excuses which they gave for 
the success of the French in their district were 
regarded as satisfactory, and the action which 
they took in the matter was commended. Li 
Hung Chany, the famous Viceroy of Pe-Chee-Lee, 
and leader of the) peace party in China, whose 
power and influence had been greatly curtailed 
by the Government, has been reinstated in all 
the offices he formerly held. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—The Chinese claim 
shat in the Kee-Lung affair the balance of success 
belonged to them. They acknowledge that the 
French bombardment of the forts was success- 
ful, but they say that the French, misled by the 
Chinese evacuation, landed a detachment of 


sailors and marines, with three guns, and that the 
Chinese repulsed them, captured the guns, and 
took one prisoner, whom they still hold. 


Paris, Sept. 24.—It is reported that the 
suspension of the French operations in China is 
dueto German mediation. Admiral Peyron, Min- 
ister of Marine, has refused the request of both 
Gen. Briére de l’Isle in Tonquin and Admiral 
Courbet in China to reeommence warlike opera- 
tions with a view to hastening the crisis. Gen. 
Briére de I'Is'e is sanguine of success even with- 
out reinforcements. 

The Frangais reports that as many as 4,500 of 
the French troopsin Tonquin are sick. It as- 
serts also that Chinese troops have spread over 
the northern portion of the Province of Quang- 
Yen, in northeastern Tonquin, and are levying 
contributions upon the inhabitants. 

The Télégraphe asserts that the difference of 
views between Prime Minister Ferry and Gen. 
Campenon, Minister of War, is expected to lead 
to the resignation of the latter. Gen. Campenon 
urges the immediate convocation of the Cham- 
bers. It is said that in case Gen. Campenon re- 
signs M. Ferry will offer the Ministry of War to 
Gen. Lewal, at present commander of the Seven- 
teenth Corps, with headquarters at Toulouse.

THE ENGLISH FRANCHISE BILL. 

LonpDon, Sept. 24.—Apropos of the pop- 
aiar ‘agitation in favor of the Franchise bill 
Truth says: ** The Cabinet are greatly impressed 
by the attitude of the country, and they have 
resolved to create fresh peersif a small major- 
ity of the House of Lords rejects the Franchise 
bill a second time. If, however, the bill is re- 
jected by a large majority, Parliament wiil be 
asked to express its views regarding the future 
constitutional position of the House of Lords, 
either by a resolution or by an address to the 
Crown. Ifa dissolution of Parliament is brought 
about this Autuinn the country will be consult- 
ed—not regarding the Commons, but regarding 
the Lords.” Truth believes that this policy bas 
been assented to by the Queen, and that the royal 
Dukes will vote with the Liberals when the 
Franchise bill is brought before the House of 
Lords again this Autumn. 


ELOPING WITH A NOBLEMAN’S WIFE. 

Paris, Sept. 24.—The London corre- 
spondent of the Morning News says that a 
well-known journalist, who is a correspondent 
of several newspapers in America, has 
eloped with the young wife of an English noble- 
man. The detectives have tracked the fugitives 
to Brussels, but the scent was lost in that city, 
and it is believed they have taken passage to the 
colonies. The lady is stated to be one of the 
most beautiful women in Europe, and the 
elopement is considered very incomprehensible 
by her relatives and friends. The journalist is 
old enough to be the father of the lady. The 
names of the pair have not yet been made public. 


FRANCO-ENGLISH RELATIONS. 

Parts, Sept. 24.—The Soleii publishes an 
article over the signature of M. Herv, the well- 
known Orieanist,in which the writer asserts 
that the relations between Englaid and France 
are so strained that a ruptureis feared. He ex- 
presses the hope, however, that such a disaster 
may be averted. 

The Temps, while censuring England’s recent 
action in figypt in regard to the sinking fund, 
holds that it will be better for France to await 
future developments rather than to take any 
premature action in the matter. 
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THE CHOLERA. 

Rome, Sept. 24.—The reports from differ- 
ent parts of Italy for the past 24 hours givea 
total of 441 fresh cases of cholera and 203 deaths. 
Of these 264 cases and 75 deaths occurred in the 
city of Naples. This shows a slight increase in 
the number of cases at Naples over the preced- 
ing 24 hours, but a large falling off in the num- 
ber of d@aths. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 24.—Fifteen deaths by 
cholera are reported to-day in the Eastern 
Pyrenees, including eight at Perpignan. One 
death is reported at Toulon.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LonpDon, Sept, 24.—The English bond- 
holders have ratified the agreement with the 
Mexican Government for the settlement of the 
Mexican debt. 

A disastrous conflagration has occucred at Zei- 
toun, in Syria, The bazaar and 400 houses were 
consumed. The fire has occasioned much suffer- 
ing among the residents of the town. 

The Surgeon and Chief Engineer of the gun- 
boat Wasp, which was lost yesterday off the 
northwest coast of Ireland, were away from 
their vessel on a furlough, and are consequently 
safe. 

M. Ebensberg, the proprietor of the Hotel 
Splendide, of Paris, who was arrested at Lisbon 
as he was about to departon the steamer Oregon 
for La Plata. on charges of fraud, has been 
enabled to proceed to La Plata, in consequence of 
the warrants being so defective that extradition 
papers could not be issued, It is believed, however, 
that be will yet be captured and brought to jus- 
tice at Paris, as the offense is comprised in the 
laws ot extradition. His defalcations amount to 
$820,000. He had deserted his wife and family, 
and it has been ascertained that he kept three 
mistresses,and when he fied he took with him 
his fourth mistress.

Paris, Sept. 24.—Advices from Madagas- 
car state that the French forces who occupied 
the bay of Passandove on Aug. 8 have erected a 
fort on a commanding site on the shore.

A duel was fought on the Helgian frontier to- 
day between M. Xau and M. Saint Albin, re- 
spectively the sporting editors of the Gil Blas 
and the Figaro. ‘The duel was occasioned bya 
dispute relative to races, and resulted in M. Xau 
being wounded in the arm. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 24.—The Casey confession 
in regard to the Maamtrasna murder trial is du- 
plicated by the recantation to-day of Mr. Cole, 
the principal witness in the Smythe murder case 
at Barbavilla. This recantation was made in the 
presence of three priests, who propose to im- 
peach the evidence on which those accused of 
complicity in the Smythe murder were con- 
victed. 

BERLIN. Sept. 24.—The Autumn manceu- 
vresof the German Army at Diisselderf were 
concluded to-day with a review of the Khineland 
Corps. “Ine Emperor attended the review in 
4 carriage, but at the close mounted a horse to 
bid adieu to the foreign officers who were pres- 
ent to witness the mancuvres. The Emperor 
bestowed crosses upon the visiting officers, and 
to the French General Hanrison he presented 
the order of the Ked Eagle.

A CITY’S CLAIM AGAINST A RAILROAD. 

New-Havevn, Sept. 24.—President Joel A. 
Sperry, of the New-Haven and Derby Rai!- 
road, has appeared before the Finance Com- 
mittee of New-Haven and asked that the city 
wipe cut its claim of about $220,000 against the 


company on condition that a sinking fund 1s 
provided which will pay the principal of the debt 
on its maturity in 1900. After the Derby Road 
was built the cits guaranteed the interest on an 
igsue of $225,000 of second mortgage bonds. This 
interest the city has been compelied to pay, with 
the exception of tnree half-yearly instaliments, 
for the jast 13 years. The total amount thus 
disbursed is about $220,000, which the city bas 
charged to the rairoad and now holds as a claim 
against it. ‘The matcer is still under advisement.

QUESTIONS OF INSURANCE. 


NATIONAL CONVENTION OF STATE COMMIS- 
SIONERS IN CHICAGO, 

Curcaco, Sept. 24.—President John A. 
McCall, Jr., of New-York, called to order the 
fifteenth National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners at the Grand Pacific Hotel this morn- 
ing. The Commissioners present were: John A. 
McCall, of New-York; W. D. Whitney, of Maine; 
Oliver Pilsbury, of New-Hampshire; William 8S. 
Smith,of Massachusetts; Eugene Pringle,of Mich- 
igan; Henry J. Rimond, of Ohio; Charles P. Sai- 
gert, of Illinois; R. B. Morris, of Kansas; A. R. 
McGill, of Minnesota; Ephraim Williams, of Con- 


necticut, and E. P. Frackler, of New-Jersey. 
In his unnual address President McCall 
pointed out the necessity of carrying out the 
laws forthe benefit of the assured and the in- 
surers, and called special attention to the con- 
tinued heavy loss ratio of fire companies and the 
fluctuation in the values of investments of all 
companies. Attention was also directed to the 
number of incendiary fires. 

Mr. McCall said: “Suppose that the policy 
claimant were made to share a portion of his 
loss, and that the agent’s remuneration depended 
in part on the net resultsof his business. I[s 
there any doubt then that many of the evils 
under the present system would cease to 
exist? The increase of collateral loans from 
$3,496,627 82, in 1874, to $48,071,315 44, in 
1883, is to be Geprecated. The hazard of such 
investments should be provided against, either 
by limiting the total amount to be loaned or re- 
quiring as collateral securities with a valuation 
of at least 50 per cent. above the loan.” 

Peter Notman, President of the Niagara Fire 
Insurance Company, in behalf of the National 
Board of Underwriters, addressed the convention 
on the extent and effect of the annual loss of 
property in the United States by fire. 


THS CROPS IN DAKOTA. 
ed 
CONDITION OF THE AGRICULTURAL PROD- 
UCT IN THE TERRITORY. 
Cuicaco, Sept. 24.—A Tribune special 
from Dakota says that the agricultural product 
of Central and Southern Dakota shows a graded 
scale of increase, both in acreage and total result, 
the largest production being in the extreme 
southeastern counties, and from these gradu- 
ally diminishing to the northeastern por- 
tion of the territory. In the neighborhood of 
Pierre, in the counties of Hughes and 


Sully, the prairie is almost entirely unsettled and 
unbroken, and what meagre crops of wheat and 
corn have been planted are almost a complete 
failure on account of the drought which has 
afflicted this section this year. The grass there 
is also stunted and short for the same 
reason, but it furnisbes fair grazing, and 
the cattle industry = will the farm- 
ers’ chief reliance. Coming southeast 
trom Pierre, grass and crops have a more 
luxuriant growth. especially the corn, which 
in the eastern counties of the Mitchell land dis- 
trict stands as thick and tall as in the banner 
corn districts of illinoisand Iowa. The crop is 
now so far advanced that frost cannot injure it. 
Clay County, Dakota, hasan exceptionally fine 
exhibit of corn at the Sioux City Fair, showing 
17 varieties, the name of the county 
being displayed in ears of the _ grain. 
The exhibit has received the first 
prize,as being the finest of any county dis- 
played in a competition which brought out a 
greater variety than the State Fair at Omaha. 
From acareful estimate of the corn crop of 
Dakota for a number of seasons, it may safely 
be stated that the corn belt of the Territory 
scarcely reaches the forty-fifth parallel of lati- 


* tude, where early frost are liable to nip. But 
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the southern tiers of counties will be the corn 
granary of the Territory.

A SUIT JNVOLVING MILLIONS. 

NBew-ORLEANS, Sept. 24.—Mr. M. J. Cun- 
ningbam, Attorney-General of thé State, filed 
to-day a petition against the New-Orleans Gas 
Company, in which he alleges that there exists 
at present in this State a company without au- 
thority of law, styling itself the New-Orleans 
Gas Company; that the Legislature of the State 
in 1835 created a body incorporated under the 
name of the New-Orleans Gaslight and Banking 
Company; that said charter expired on April 1, 
1875, and was so judicially aecreed by the Su- 
preme Court of the State; that the said 
New-Orleans Gas Company is asserting the ex- 
ercise of certain rights and privileges without 
the permission of the State or authority 
ot the city of New-Orleans. The petition also 
shows that said New-Orleans Gas Company 
claims in some way, without legal right, to have 
succeeded to the pretended rights.of an associa- 
tion styled the Crescent City Gas Company, 
whose rights have all been forfeited; that the 
interest of the State in the matter exceeds $5,000, 
and said company is assuming to exercise rights, 
powers, ana functions in contempt of the sov- 
ereignty and power of Louisiana. The petition 
sets forth a prayer fora mandatory injunction 
restraining the New-Orleans Gas Company from 
exercising the said rights. About $4,000,000 is in- 
volved in the suit, which, if won, reverts to the 
State.

HELD FOR KILLING JOHN F. CROWLEY. 

NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 24.—In the pre- 
liminary hearing this morning in the case of 
John F. Crowley, who was kicked to deuth, it is 
said, in McCarthy's saloon here, Judge Studley, 
in the City Court to-day, discharggd all partici- 
pants in the assault upon Crowley but one. All 
the damaging evidence in the case centred on 


Michael Donahue, the bartender, who was ac- 
cused of manslaughter. The court bound Dona- 
hue over to the October term of the Superior 
Court. The evidence in the case upon 
which Judge Studley concluded to bind 
Donahue over is to the effect that 
after Crowley was thrown out of the saloon he 
went back and began toabuse Donahue. The 
latter struck him behind the ear and felled him 
to the floor. Just when he died cannot be ascer- 
tained, but it is not certain that he was dead 
when Michael McCarthy, the saloon keeper, re- 
turned from a visit to his brother in Ansonia. 
This was about 9:15 o’clock in theevening. Ait- 
er Crowley was struck he got up, and after a 
while laid down inthe rear part of the saloon. 
Here he remained until he was taken to the spot 
where he was found dead.

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A TRAGEDY IN CLEVELAND. 


SHOOTING HIS WIFE AND THEN PUTTING A 
BULLET THROUGH HIS OWN BRAIN. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 24.—Dar N. 
Gardner, a well-known citizen, this morning de- 
liberately shot his wife, at their residence, No. 
242 Lake-street, ana then, turning a pisto] upon 
himself, sent a bullet crashing through his 
brain. When a physician arrived at the scene 
Gardner was found on the floor of the sitting 
room in his shirt sleeves, with both hands ex- 


tended and bleeding from the wound, a few 
inches above the right ear. He was uncon- 
scious and rapidly sinking. The blood was flow- 
ing in a stream from his head. His wife was 
lying on a sofa a few feet from him un- 
conscious, with a bullet wound in her 
right cheek, a few inches below. the 
ear. Her ear was terribly Jlacerated. It 
was found that the bullet entered Mrs. Gardner's 
right ear and came out a few inches below. She 
revived under the physician’s treatment suffi- 
ciently to say that her husband had shot her, and 
that he bad fired two shots. Mrs. Gardner, soon 
after speaking, relapsed into unconsciousness, 
and no further particulars of the shooting could 
be gained from her. There is a slight hope of 
her recovery. Gardner was more successful in 
the effort to put an end to himself. The ball en- 
tered the head just above the right ear, tearing 
an ugly holein the skull. All efforts to reach 
the bail have thus far proved futile. He was re- 
moved to the City Hospital, where he now lies in 
un unconscious condition. There is not the 
slightest hope of his recovery. Mrs. Gardner is 
still unconscious. 

All the circumstances that can be gathered con- 
cerning tne shooting is the testimony of a young 
lady visitor, who stated that just before dinner 
Mr. Gardner entered the room where she and 
Mrs. Gardner were talking, and asked his wife to 
step into an adjoining room, as he wished to talk 
to her privately. Scarcely had the door closed 
when the young lady heard two shots in guick 
succession, and, horrified, fled to the neighbors, 
who entered the residence to find both uncon- 
scious. Gardner was the eldest son of Mr. A. S. 
Gardner, one of the oldest and most respected 
citizens of Cleveland. Dar Gardner was widely 
known in Cleveland, and was very active in poli- 
tics. He was elected Police Clerk on the Repub- 
lican ticket about 20 years ago, and held the of- 
fice for three successive terms. 
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ENDING IN A ROW. 


CLOSE OF THE MEET OF THE NEW-HAVEN 
BICYCLE CLUB. 

New-HAven, Coun., Sept. 24.—The meet 
of the New-Haven Bicycle Club ended to-day 
with arow. After William Wait, of New-Haven 
had defeated H. E. Bidwell, of Hartford, in the 
three-mile State championship race, for a fifty- 
dollar gold medal, time, 9:24, came the race over 
which arose animated disputes and dissatisfac- 
tion. Sellers, the English champion; Hendee, 
Illiston, and Hamilton started for the fifty-dollar 
gold medal for the winner of the five-mile scratch 


race. At the start Sellers led. with Hendee 
second. On the second lap Hendee forged ahead 
amid cheers. Then a slow, tedious funeral 
wheeled around the track for a couple of laps 
till hisses and cries of ‘“‘Hurry up” made the 
bicyclers go quicker. Hamilton led in the fourth 
lap, with Hendee third and Sellers second; then 
Hendee spurted and got first place. This con- 
tinued until the ninth lap, when Sellers spurted 
and passed Hamilton. Coming down the home 
stretch Sellers made a desperate effort to 
pass Hendee. They went along side by 
side, with pedals almost interlocked, past 
the grand stand, where hundreds o? 
spectators began to hiss. Sellers turned in and 
cut short across Hendee’s wheel. Henaee slowed 
up, straightened in his saddie, and lost the 
pole. Hundreds of peopie cried “ Foul.” The 
audience was so manifestly with Hendee that 
Sellers became indignant and excited the hisses 
and jeers showered upon him. On the final lap 
Hendee took it easy and SelJers crossed the line 
20 feet ahead. On his return to his quarters 
the crowd yelled more than ever. The 
hooting continued until Hendee came back to 
the track. The Englishman waived his cap de- 
tiantly and muttered indistinctly, while the 
expression on his face showed that he was in a 
pugilistic mood, and that expression did not 
disappear when the judge announced the race 
was won by Hendee in 16:5444, his claim that 
Sellers had fouled him having been allowed; 
Hamilton was third by 10 feet behind Hendee. 
Sellers, in an angry mood, walked off the track, 
followed by personal friends. For atime it was 
feared that there might be a fight, so animated 
was the quarrel. It was on the programme that 
Richard Howell, the English professional ex- 
champion, would try to beat Prince’s 2:39 mile 
record, but he said, when Sellers’s foul was de- 
cided in favor of Hendee, * H’Im going ’ome,” 
and he strode from the ground. To-night angry 
disputes are heard all over town, and one case of 
assault has been reported to the police.

HAROLD DE WOLFE STILL IN JAIL. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 24.— The attempt to 
have Harold De Wolfe removed from the jail to 
the Longue Pointe Lunatic Asylum has failed,and 
for the present the prisoner will have to remain 
in durance vile. The plea set up by his counsel, 
Mr. Dandman, was that be was suffering from 
alcoholic mania, anda certificate to this effect 


was signed by Dr. Hingston, one of the leading 
physicians here, and by Dr. Howard, the asy!um 
doctor. This was not considered  sutti- 
cient to warrant the issuance of the nec- 
essary mandate, and anotber certificate was 
prepared to the effect that De Wolte 
was actually insane. This, however, Dr. Hing- 
ston refused to sign, stating that he did not con- 
sider De Wolfe insane, but Dr. Howard signed it, 
and the mandate was obtained. To-day it was 
expected that the prisoner’s counsel would ap- 
ply fora writ ot mandamus against the Sheriff, 
to compel De Wolfe’s release trom the jail and 
delivery to the asylum authorities. To check- 
mate this anticipated move, Mr. Greenshields, 
counsel for the prosecutor, Mr. Gale, had every- 
thing in readiness to take out a fresh warrant 
against De Wolfe onacharge of forgery, but 
neither action was taken, as the matter has been 
settled for the present by an order from the At- 
torney-General to the Sheritf to hold the prisoner 
until further instructions.

A WOMAN WHO HAD PLUCK. 

BRADFORD, Penn.,; Sept. 24.—John Fore, 
an Italian barber, was shot and killed late last 
night at Kinsua Village, 28 miles south of here, 
by the wife of James Kavanaugh, foreman of 
an oil lease. Kavanaugh’s duties keep him out 
allnight. He wascalled home about midnight 
by the report that his wife had killed a burglar. 
The dead man was not a thief, but the village 


barber. Ue had for months past tried to attract 
the attention of Mrs. Kavanaugh, but she had 
repulsed nim at every turn. Fore became des- 
perate and prowled around the house almost 
nightly, peering into the windows. Last night 
he attempted to force an _ entrance into 
the Kavanaugh place. The woman pulled 
down her husband’s rifle and called out to the 
intruder to go away or she would shoot him. 
The Italian paid no attention to her threats, but 
deliberately kicked in the door panels. Then 
Mrs. Kavanaugh, nerved by Loy onecermeng put the 
rifle to her shoulder and fired through the door. 
The bullet passed through the wood and struck 
Fore in the neck, severing the jugular vein. He 
fell over and in a few minutes was dead. The 
Coroner’s jury said that the man’s death was 
caused by a rifle bullet fired by Mrs. Kavanaugh. 
Her trial will come off in December. Mr. Kav- 
anaugh and the neighbors say that the woman 
was justified in killing Fore.

DIED FROM TOO MUCH OPIUM.

BUTLER’S BAY STATE PARTY 


ENTHUSIASTIC CONVENTION AT 
WORCESTER YESTERDAY. 
A FULL STATE TICKET NOMINATED—BUTLER 
CHEERED AND EAGERLY LISTENED TO 
BY THE DELEGATES. 

WorcESTER, Mass., Sept, 24.—The State 
Convention of the new Butler party met in the 
Skating Rink to-day. There were nearly 1,500 
delegates present, mostly young Irishmen, and 
there was enthusiasm enough to run a national 
convention. Gen. Butler, accompanied by ex- 
Senator T. F. Grady, of New-York, and Edward 
F. McDonald, of New-Jersey, arrived in the city 
at noon, and the convention took a recess to 
march to the station and welcome their candi- 
date. The reception at the station was enthusi- 
astic, and a line was speedily formed, headed by 
Gen. Butler and temporary Chairman O’ Neill, of 
the convention, which marched through the 
narrow and dirty Mechanic-street, the least in- 
viting of allthe approaches to the Tnion Sta- 
tion, to the Bay State House. 

The convention reconvened at 2 o’clock, and 
did its business in short order, impelled to make 
haste by the inducement publicly held out that 
Gen. Butler would visit the rink and make a 
speech as soon as the business of the convention 
was concluded, but not before. Col. N. A. 
Piympton, of Worcester, Gen. Butler’s adroit 
political manager, was chosen permanent Chair- 
man ofthe convention, and read from manu- 
script a carefully prepared speech whose denun- 
ciations of Cleveland and eulogies of Butler 
were heartily received. After that there was a 
slight attempt by the delegates to run the con- 
vention, but it was sternly repressed by the pre- 


siding officers, who succeededin putting through 
the programme as arranged last night without 
any amendment. 

The nomination speeches were all made from 
the platform, and tie following State ticket was 
made up by the convention: Governor—Judge 
M. J. McCafferty, of Worcester; Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor—Col; John F. Marsh, of Springtield; Secre- 
tary of State—Col. John P. Sweeny, of Law- 
rence; Treasurer—Nathaniel &. Cushing, of Mid- 
dieborough; Auditor—Israel W. Andrews, of Dan- 
vers; Attorney-General—Col. Thomas W. Clark, 
of Boston. The Electors at Large are John I. 
Baker, of Beverly, and Col. A. C. Drinkwater, of 
Braintree. A piatform more than two newspa- 
per columns in length had been prepared by 
Col. Thomas W. Clark, a Boston lawyer, 
but he incautiously allowed some of the 
reporters to get hold of it last evening, and it 
appeared in print this morning. ‘This so disgust- 
ed some of the committee that they refused to 
accept his draft,so that the original platform 
reported by Gen. Butler at Chicago was present- 
ed and adopted with a few extracts appended 
from Col. Clark's druft. 

After the business had been concluded Gen. 
Butler and his party was escorted into the hall, 
and the next five minutes were given up to an 
uproarious ovation. At its close Gen. Butler, 
Mr. Grady, and Mr. McDonald were each intro- 
duced in turn, and there was more cheering. 
Judge McCatlerty came in during the afternoon, 
and made a brief speech of acceptance of the 
nomination. 

One of the notable occurrences of the day 
was the favor with which J. H. O'Neill, of Bos- 
ton, a young Irish lawyer, who was temporary 
Chairman, was received. When he was intro- 
duced as the successor of the Hon. P, A. Collins 
as member of Congress f:om the Fourth Dis- 
trict the cheering was especially loud. 

A mass meeting was heid in the rink to-night 
at which Judge McCafferty presided and made a 
speech, and other speeches were made by Gen. 
Butier and Messrs. McDonald and Grady. Judge 
McCafferty is a Worcester lawyer who was ap- 

ointed Judge of the Boston Municipal Court 
by Gov. Butler. He has always been a warm 
admirer of Gen. Butler, and has followed him 
about from one party to another. 

Gen. Butler, in addressing the delegates and 
others who attended the convention, said: ** You 
come here for no object which the truest patriot 
might not be proud to avow to all the world. 
With no hope of office, with no desire for re- 
ward, but with the hope to purify the old 
Commonwealth and make her the exemplar 
of good government, you each come here 
acting in peace and harmony, as_ the 
people always do when lett to themselves. 
You number, as | am informed, 1,523 delegates. 
lam very particular to state your number, be- 
cause the ordinary process is a very different 
one, and the ordinary manner of conducting 
political conventions in this Commonwealth is 
quite different. On the 3d of September, 1834, a 
convention was held in this city, at which the 
Committee on Credentials reported to that con- 
vention 22 cities und 325 towns of the Common- 
wealth. It was lucky there wern’t more towns 
represented by the 1,650 delegates, which it was 
claimed were present. 

“In an excited discussion over a certain mat- 
ter,”’ Gen. Butler said, * a rising vote was taken 
showing a count of 241 yeas to 208 nays. Where 
where the other 1,200 Democrats? If in the hall, 
why did they rufuse to stand up and be count- 
ed? A new ballot was taken in which the whole 
number of votes cast was 751, showing that 
there must have been on that ballot near- 
ly 300 stutfed ballots, and their can- 
didate for Governor received 836. Even then 
only one-half the delegates reported were ac- 
counted for, and the candidate who was nomi- 
nated by 386 votes had on the first ballot 1,500 
stuffed ballots in the boxes. Asa nomination 
made by that convention amounts to nothing, it 
was of no consequence. The _ tissue ballots 
by which the South Carolina Democrats cheat 
the negroes out of their rights have 
evidently been imported by Massachusetts 
Democrats to control the white men. The 
People’s Party denounce such proceedings, 
whether in the North orin the South. But, with 
the 750 votes counted when there were but 450 to 
stand up and be counted to cast them. it is evi- 
dent their purpose for a free vote had beep at- 
tained, if not the honest count. Alas! that any 
true friend of mine shou!d have deserted me for 
the empty and questionable honor of presiding 
over the farce of sucha convention, 

“J have been thus particular to speak in this 
manner, because, among Other things, it is the 
mission of the People’s Party to break up the 
corruption of conventions. We suffer from it 
everywhere. If such things are done by the old 
Democratic Party of Massachusetts, what will 
not be done at Chicago when the great prize 
of the Presidency is at stake’ Some of the same 
men who were there were here, but they are not 
here now. In this way, men of Massachusetts, 
have our politics been conducted. A conven- 
tion more or less fraudulentiy makes up the list 
ot candidates on the one side, and another as 
corrupt makes them up on the other, and then 
honest men are told that they must shut their 
eyes and vote for the candidates because they 
are the candidates of the party. That is what is 
called party fealty; but a fraudulent conven- 
tion vitiates everything and unloosens the bond 
that holds men together.” 


LETTER FROM DAVID A. WELLS. 

Norwicu, Conn., Sept. 24.—The Demo- 
cratic Congressional Convention of the Third 
District met here to-day. Onan informal ballot 
Charles G. Johnson, a rich manufacturer of 
Montville, was unanimously nominated. The 
Hon. David A. Wells, of this city, had been 
talked of for the place, but he early sent a letter 


of declination in which he said: ‘* Some party 
has blundered, and biundered terribly in respect 
to our national fiscal and commercial policy. Our

ANOTHER BLAINE LIBEL SUIT. 
SEEKING TO ESTABLISH THE TRUTH OF THE 
KEMBLE BRIBERY STORY. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 24.—The 
truthfulness of a statement in the Harrisburg 
Patriot, charging bribery, on the alleged author- 
ity of Charles H. Bergner, former editor and 
proorietor of the Harrisburg Telegraph, on 
James G. Blaine, while Speaker of House of 
Representatives, having been questioned by a 
number of journals, suit for libel was instituted 
yesterday against George D. Herbert, the autnor 
of tne article, with the view of establishing its 
truth by the testimony of several witnesses. W. 


D. Seiler and Elbridge McConkey, Secre- 
taries of *the State Agricultural Soci- 
ety, Samuel Kunkel, Teller in the 
Mechanics’ Bank of Harrisburg, and F. A. Boeh- 
mer, a business man of this city, were subpcenaed 
to appear ata hearing this atternoon at Alder- 
man Fager’s otiice. All were present, but no 
one had an opportunity of testifyine, owing 
to the action of District Attorney McCarrell, 
who assumed control of the case. Samuel J. 
Anderson, a detective. entered the suit, but the 
District Attorney, in the interest of Mr. Berz- 
ner, claimed jurisdiction, He objected to any 
testimony except to establish the proof of pub- 
lication, and the Alderman declined to take ac- 
tion on the case until he had further infoumed 
himself as to his authority in the premises. The 
hearing was therefore continued until next Mon- 
day afternoon. 

_ The article whose truth it issought to estab- 
lish by sworn testimony disclosed that Charles 
H. Bergner stated a few months ago to a number 
of persons that Blaine was deteated for the 
nomination for President in 1876 because of a 
revelation made by William H. Kemble, one of 
the delegates to the Cincinnati Convention from 
Philadelphia. Bergner’s alleged story was sub- 
stantially as follows: The indications pointed 
to Blaine’s nomination. The Pennsylvania dele- 
gates retired for consultation. Kemble said 
it would not do to nominate’ Blaine 
because of his corrupt official record. 
He (Kemble) himself had had some relations 
with Blaine as Speaker, which were represented 
by two canceled checks. He exhibited one for 
$5,000 and another for $2,500, which amounts he 
had given to Blaine for a ruling on a measure in 
which he (Kemble) was interested. These checks, 
Bergner is aileged to have said, were in his bands 
during the sitting of the convention. According 
to Kemble’s statement both checks were payable 
to Biaine’s order, signed by Kemble and indored 
by Blaine. 

POLITICAL SENTIMENT AT YALE. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 24. — Nine- 
tenths of the students in Yale College are by 
heritage and education Republicans. This was 
markedly shown when, in 1880, the Garfield and 
Arthur Regiment outnumbered the Hancock 
and Engiish company ten to one. So it was ex- 
pected that a vast majority of the students 
would hasten to enroll themselves in the Blaine 
and Logan club, a call for the formatien of 
which was printed in this morning’s Yale News. 
Lyceum Hall, where the meeting was held, was 
filled to repletion with Republican students, who 
cheered enthusiasticaily when the party was re- 
ferredto.

. LABOR TROUBLES IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—There is a pros< 
pect of serious trouble'in this city between the 
resident laborers and a gang of Italian and Hun- 
garian laborers imported from New-York {by 
Thomas McCann, of that city, whojhas the con- 
tract for $300,000 or $400,000 worth of sewer con- 
struction in this district. The laborers here, 
principally colored men, have been receiving 
$1 50 per day. and it is said by them that the im- 
ported laborers are only to be paid 75 to 90 cents 
per day. A gang of 200 of the foreigners is en- 
camped in Gales’s woods, just outside the city 
limits, and is employed on the boundary 
sewer. To-day Mr. Robert C. Hewitt, repre- 
renting the resident laborers, and Mr. William 
H. Mohler, a contractor of this city, called on the 
District Commissioners to see if anything could 
be done to prevent the importation of foreign 
low-priced laborers. The Washington laborers 
are very indignant over the importation of for- 
eign laborers, and are making threats. A picnic 
of colored laborers is to be held on Monday next 
in Gales’s woods,.where the foreigners are en- 
camped, and trouble is anticipated if the for- 
eigners are not removed from the vicinity. Mr. 
J. A. M. Hickey, who is engaged in business with 
Mr. McCann, said to-day that instead of Mr. 
McCann emploving 500 Italians, as has been se- 
ported, he is working only about 50, and that 
they are hired at wages satisfactory to them- 
selves; also, that for every Italian employed 
McCann has at least four colored persons workr. 
ing for him at $1 50 per day.

FIRE INSURANCE RATES. 
Warsaw, N. Y., Sept. 24.—The fire in- 
surance companies operating in the State of 
New-York Which belong to that class known as 
board companies are insisting upon the organi- 
zation of a Wyoming County Board of Under- 


writers for'the purpose of establishing a uniform 
schedule of rates and also raising the rates of in- 
surance. An attempt was madesome months 
ago to organize sich a board, but several agents 
stood out against it. The companies insisted, 
however, that the rate must be raised. At 
the recent meeting of the State Board of Un- 
derwriters at Albany the companies represented 
by the objecting agents were induced to order 
their agents to join the County Board or their 
agencies would be taken from them. This, of 
course, brought matters to a focus with the 
agents, and a board will at once be put in opera- 
tionin the county. The people, however, are 
leoking around for some means to secure in- 
surance without patronizing these, companies, 
claiming that the enforcement of such compacts 
are injurious to the interests of the public and 
savor too strongly of the policy of labor unions 
in enforcing payment of increased wages, to 
which the people are as yet uneducated in tke 
country.

AN ANTI-MORMON CRUSADE. 
NASHVILLE, Sept. 24.—The anti-Mormor 
crusade has broken out afresh. Sixteen miles 
south of Lebanon, which is 33 miies from Nash- 
ville, Mormon Elders made their appearance six 


years ago and began to inculcate their doctrine 
into the minds of an ignorant class of people 
living in what is knuwn as **the Drennon settle- 
ment.”” Many members of other churches soon 
embraced the beliefs of the Mormon Church, and 
the labors of various ministers of other adenom1- 
nations proved unavailing. For six years these 
Mormons have beer. unmolested, but the murder 
of Elders Gibbs and Berry in Lewis County has 
greatly alarmed them.

Interesting developments are also expected in 
Lewis and Hickman Counties, where_ similar 
notices have been posted. Most of the Mormon 
converts are very poor, and will find it difficult 
to obtain enough money to take them beyond 
the State limits.

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ADAPTATIONS FROM THE GERMAN

MR. PALMER’S VERSION OF THE “‘ THE PRI-

New-York presents all the indications of 
being soon given over almost exclusively to 
farcical comedy. Within the next two weeks 
there will be four theatres in this city devoted to 
this kind of material.

It is undoubtedly because 
Mr. Daly has been sojprosperous in the bringing 
forward of adaptations from the German hu- 
morous dramatic literature that pretty much all 
other producers of plays are seeking to follow 
in his footsteps. Last season Mr. Daly hada more 
steadily prosperous period than auy manager 
in New-York. -He gave it as his opinion that 
the condition was brought about chiefly through 
his having stuck with tenacity to one particu- 
iar branch of work, thus making the public 
fumiliar with the kind of performances to ex- 
pect at his theatre. His successful drafts

In struggles of the kind noted, where all man- 
agers try to outdo each other in one department 
of stage art, the result is invariably the same.

SYSTEMS OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

A meeting of the New-York Institute 
for the Preservation and Protection of the 
Anglo-Saxon System of Weights and Measures 
was held last evening in Room No. 24 Cooper 
Union. Lieut. Totten, of the Umited States 


Army, offered a resolution to the effect that the 
delegates to the international congress to be 
held at Washington, Oct. 1, for the purpose of 
deciding upon a prime meridian, had no right to 
discuss even as a compromise any system 
of weights and measures. In explaining 
his resolution Lieut. Totten said that 
according to report the Chairman of 
the American delegation had stated that 
probably the Greenwich meridian would be 
decided upon, and hinted that the subject of 
weights and measures would be discussed. There 
was objection to this, tor the head of the Amer- 
ican delegation was in favor of the metric sys- 
tem—a system which the practical men of the 
United States did not wish introduced or adopt- 
ed. At Rome the congress of delegates had said 
they would take the Greenwich meridian if the 
French measures would be adopted, thus effect- 
ing a compromise, and it looked to the socicty as 
ifan ee might be made at Washington to 
further such a compromise. 

Addresses were also made by Jacob M. Clark, 
A. B. Barber, and Stephen M. Chester, who ex- 
plained the origin of several systems of weights 
and measures.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—The leading Produce mar- 
kets were less active in the aggregate to-day and 
averaged weaker, There was not much demand for 
anything except October Lard, and large receipts of 
Grain, with fine weather, tended to reduce prices in the 
cereals. The people at other points were apparently 
disposed to watch the struggie here without joining 
in, except as they were willing to send in 
all the Corn that can be raked and scraped 
together before the close of the month to add 
to the load borne by longs in that article. The later 
feeling was strong in Wheat and Provisions. Provis- 
ions were generally quiet, there being very little trad- 


ing in anything except Lard for October, which was 
bid for rather vigorously, though it was prettv 
hard to tell whether it was most wanted by 
longs or shorts. The local Hog murket wus 
quoted easier, and foreign advices were of little 
import either way, but the idea obtained 
that foreigners are more disposed to take cash Lard, 
the recent low prices being aided by cut freight rates 
as an inducement to operate, and this movement is ex- 
pected to reduce our stocks to a Jow point by the close 
of the month. The disposition was to further dis- 
count the long futures in spite of the understanding that 
arrivals of Hogswill not be large till the last balf of 
the Winter packing season. October sold early at 
$7 35, being a decline of 5c., then advanced to $7 67}¢ 

and closed at $7 60. November and January close 

10c. higher, at $7 30, after having sold at $7 S24, and 
December was about 5c. less than these figures. 
Ribs for this month and next were unchanged at

THE BROOKLYN MEETING. 


Out of the turbulent and disgraceful 
meeting of the Brooklyn Young Repub- 
lican Club on Tuesday night Mr. BLAINE’s 
friends will get small comfort and only 
the enemies of the club any satisfaction. 
The results of that meeting foreshadow 
the defeat of Mr. BLAINE and the disrup- 
tion of the club. Its purpose was but to 
submit to a representative Republican 
body a proposition to define the position 
of its members toward the regular Re- 
publican candidates for President and 
Vice-President. In an ordinary canvass 
and with an ordinarily honest candidate 
at the head of the ticket this would have 
been a merely formal matter. . After the 
adoption of a resolution of indorsement 
with a rousing and unanimous “ Aye,” 
the club would have passed an agreeable 
hour in lauding the virtues of its candi- 
dates and setting forth the good inten- 
tions of its party. Nothing but indorse- 
ment, enthusiasm, and unanimity is to 
be expected from a Republican club called 
together for such a purpose. 

But what is the showing made by the 
Young Republican Club of Brooklyn ? Out 
of a membership of 2,600 only 1,200, or at 
the very outside estimate not over 1,500, 
members attend the meeting, though it is 
the most important the club has ever held. 
It is shown that the ardent Blaine men in 
the club made a special effort by no- 
tifications through the maileto have their 
supporters on hand early and in full num- 
bers. It is charged by the President of 
the club and by the gentleman in charge 
of the arrangements for the meeting that 
men not members of the club are present 
on tickets fraudulently furnished them. 
Then, from the opening of the meeting to 
its close the proceedings are but: one 
prolonged scene of . brawl and tumult, 
a bedlam of yells and shouts and vulgar 
abuse of the few speakers who had the 
courage to tell the heedless mob before 
them that the course they were bent on 
taking would inevitably destroy the club. 
No criticism of BLAINE and his record. 
no elucidation of that dark career of 
jobbery, tricks, deceit, cowardice, and 
official dishonor was = allowed .to be 
made, no argument: or remonstrance 
against the action resolved on by the ma- 
jority was listened to, but every speaker 
opposing the participation of the club 
in the national contest was insulted, 
interrupted _ at every © sentence, ‘ and 
ruthlessly howled down. And finally, 
on the decisive vote, certainly more than 
10 per cent. of the members present 
stood up against the proposition to indorse 
the ticket. Estimates made by those pres- 
ent of the number voting on the minority 
side vary from 150 to 300. Mr, NicHoLs, 
the Chairman of the meeting, says that 
250 of the 1,200 members present at the 
meeting were opposed to the indorsement 
of the ticket. 

To all but the most thoughtless and 
hare-brained followers of Mr. BLAINE the 
temper and action of that meeting will 
give . cause for anxious thought and 
gloomy forebodings of disaster. The 
candidate is indorsed, says the enthu- 
siastic Blaine man, and ~ that’s the 
main * thing. . Aye, he is indorsed, 
but in theidoing « of it there is 
revealed such weakness and defection as 
leave no room for doubt about the fate of 
the Republican ticket, for if the disposi- 
tion of the Republicans of the State and 
Nation may be judged from the showing 
made on Tuesday: night of Repub- 
lican sentiment in Brooklyn, Mr. 
BLAINE will lose nearly all the 
Northern States. If President NICHOLS’s 
estimate of 250 members present opposing 
the action taken by the club be correct, 
we find over 20 per cent. of this heartily 
Republican body repudiating the candi- 
date of their party. That this is not 
an over-estimate clearly appears from 
certain other indications of the dis- 
position of these Young Republic- 
ans which none but the most 
heedless Blaine partisans will lose sight of. 
It is to be remembered that of the mail 
responses to the committee’s recommenda- 
tion that the club confine itself to local 
issues 687 were in support of the recom- 
mendation and 484 against it, and on 
the inquiry whether a meeting should be 
called to discuss the Presidential question 
653 votes in favor of a meeting and 566 
against it were received. These figures are 
significant. The absence of nearly one-half 
the members of the club from Tuesday 
night’s meeting, moreover, speaks unmis- 
takably of the indifference or positive 
aversion of Brooklyn Republicans to Mr. 
BLAINE. 

The estimate that 20 per cent. of the 
votes of this active, intelligent, and in- 
fluential Republican organization are lost 
to the Blaine ticket is therefore well with- 
in the mark. We invite our friends of the 
Republican National Committee to assign 
to their most expert political cipherers the 
task of figuring out Mr. BLAINE’s vote on 
this basis. If no more than one-half of 
the bolting Republicans voted for CLEVE- 
LAND, the majority against BLAINE in 
Kings County would be 25,000, the vote 


New-York City the majority against him 
would be 66,000, and in New-York State 
it would be 180,000. 


PROTECTION OF MR, BLAINE, 


It suits the advocates of Mr. BLAINE to 
try to divert attention from the issues of 
reform and of the corrupt character of 
their candidate by insisting that the elec- 
tion of Mr. CLEVELAND will bring about 
‘free trade,” low wages, ruin to manu- 
factures, depression in general trade, and 
nearly every ill that the Nation could be 
exposed to. In these tactics they are 
following the cue given them by Mr. 
BuLaINE himself,, who has announced 
that the real issue in this cam- 
paign is not whether we shall have 
a jobber and a falsifier as President, but 
whether the country approves of the Mor- 
rison bill, His organs are working this 
line with great pertinacity and mendacity, 
though with very little skill or judgment. 
Mr. BLAINE ought to have warned them, 
what his own experience must have 
taught him, that a man who lies should 
have a good memory, and should frame 
his lies so that the average human mind 
will not see straight through them. If 
he has given his organs any such caution 
they have not followed it. 

We pass by the first falsehood of those 
the Blaine organs are constantly putting 
out, viz., that every Republican who re- 
jects their polluted candidate is a free 
trader. It is almost impossible for them 
to get on without this particular inven- 
tion, and it may be overlooked on the 
principle pathetically appealed to by Mr. 
BLAINE when he was asked to pay over a 
trust fund and could not: ‘‘ Neces- 
sity knows no law.” But when the 
Blaine organs insist that their party 
will maintain the high tariff intact they 
know that they are making a promise 
which will not and can not be carried out, 
and which the Republican Party is pledged 
not to carry out. The sixth resolution 
adopted at Chicago by the Republican 
National Convention on the 5th of June 
declares: ‘‘The Republican Party pledges 
itself to correct the irregularities of the 
tariff and to reduce the surplus, not by 
the vicious and indiscriminating process of 
horizontal reduction, but by such meth- 
ods as will relieve the taxpayer with- 
out injuring the laborer or the great pro- 
ductive interests of the country.” . The 
first thing, therefore, that the Republican 
Party would have to do to redeem its 
pledge is to reduce the surplus taxation 
and to correct the irregularities of the tar- 
iff. There is no question of maintaining 
duties on imports. - They are acknowl- 
edged to be excessive, and some of them 
must comedown. This is all that the 
Democratic Party has promised to do, and 
the ‘‘ issue” disappears. 

The record of the Republican Party jus- 
tifies the conclusion that it will perform 
the duty imposed by this promise if it gets 
the opportunity. It has already cut down 
the tariff once by the very process of hori- 
zontal reduction which its platform now 
condemns. . It undertook to again reduce 
duties. through the Tariff Commission, 
which recommended an average reduction 
of 20 per cent. to 25 per cent. as demanded 
by ,the best judgment of the business 
men of the country. It passed a law 
professedly to carry out that recommen- 
dation, and since the law did not work as 
it was expected to work, the party is log- 
ically bound to try once more. When, 
therefore, Mr. BLAINE’s organs try to give 
the impression that the tariff would not be 
reduced by the Republicans and would be 
abolished by the Democrats, they are 
guilty of a double Blaineism. 

This policy is so stupid that it works its 
own defeat. A milder falsehood would 
have some ghance; but this one carries its 
correction with it.» Sober-minded people 
who are asking why Mr. BLAINE is not de- 
fended against charges of gross mendacity 
and faithlessness in public office, when 
they see nothing but the false claims of 
his organs as to the tariff, conclude that 
there is no defense to be made for Mr. 
BLAINE. And they are right. There is 
none. | Every one that has been attempted 
breaks down on the evidence of Mr. 
BLAINE’S own letters. The ‘* protection 
of American industry” as a fig leaf to 
cover the nakedness of his own disgrace- 
ful record is a dead failure. 


BUTLER IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Gen. BUTLER has been engaged in the 
last few days in working up a ‘‘ boom” 
for his cause in his own State preliminary 
to the convention held at Worcester yes- 
terday. He has prudently confined his 
operations to a few manufacturing towns 
where he could easily attract a noisy 
crowd. In pursuance of the policy of 
allowing the people to manage their own 
political affairs, the work of yesterday’s 
convention was carefully laid out before- 
hand by a committee of managers, and no 
interference with the programme was per- 
mitted. There were 1,500 delegates in the 
convention, but they had nothing to do 
but ratify the work of the committee, 
who ‘‘slated” all the nominations in ad- 
vance. They were a little unfortunate 
with the platform. A Boston committee- 
man had prepared a formidable document 
carefully traversing the entire ground of 
what was supposed to be the cause of the 
laboring men, but an enterprising reporter 
having got possession of it and made it 
public before the convention met, it was 
cast aside and BuTrLER’s Chicago plat- 
form, with additions, was substituted for it. 

This was no great loss, as the cut-and- 
dried document was too long and miscel- 
laneous to be effective. It is interesting, 
however, as showing what the convention 
intended to say. It shows that the Peo- 
ple’s Party in Massachusetts is simply the 
old Labor Reform organization with vari- 
ations. While many words are bestowed 
upon the relations of labor and capital 
and the rights of the workingmen, there 
is nothing specific presented which is not 
fairly covered by the promises of both the 
regular political parties. There are re- 
marks about Government revenues and ex- 
penditures which have nothing novel about 
them except their verbosity, the Blaine 
idea that the surplus should be simply 
used up being adopted. There is a decla- 
ration about pensions to which little ob- 


jection could be made by anybody, and 
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of 1880 being taken for comparison; in the position on the question of transporta- 


tion is simply that held by all those who 
demand public regulation, with a view to 
preventing unjust discriminations and ex- 
cessive charges. Civil service reform is 
spoken of, but in a rather slurring fashion, 
and almost the only distinctive points in the 
platform are a demand that the tax quali- 
fication for the suffrage in Massachusetts 
be abolished, and that annual elections 
and legislative sessions be maintained. 

Neither in this platform, which was not 
adopted, but which contained the out- 
pourings of the committee that managed 
the convention, nor in that which was 
adopted, can be found the basis of a new 
political party. Together with numerous 
other indications, it leads to the belief 
that the Butler party in Massachusetts 
consists almost wholly of the personal 
following of the old warrior, men who 
follow him only because they admire 
his audacity and vigor, and would 
support him regardless of his plat- 
form or his purposes. How large 
this following may be it is hard to say. 
The convention at Worcester is said to 
have been made up chiefly of young Irish- 
men, and with the exception of half a 
dozen active lieutenants of BUTLER there 
were no names among them that have 
heretofore been familiar in Massachusetts 
politics. There is not a single representa- 
tive Democrat or Republican in the whole 
crowd, and but very few who have been 
prominent in the old Greenback and Labor 
Reform organizations. 

The strength of BUTLER in Massachu- 
setts is a quantity that cannot be calcu- 
lated, but there is not the least indication 
that he is in danger of seriously dividing 
the Democratic Party there, though the 
votes which he draws will come largely 
from that side. He never showed any 
considerable strength in that State except 
when he succeeded in getting the regular 
Democratic nomination, and no labor re- 
form, anti-monopoly, or greenback move- 
ment there has ever attained the dignity of 
10,000 votes. His party this year is practi- 
cally a rabble without convictions, princi- 
ples, or definite purposes; the mere blind 
followers of a vulgar demagogue. We 
doubt whether it will figure as a very seri- 
ous factor in the contest, though, owing to 
the peculiar state of politics in that State 
it may affect the result as between the 
two leading candidates.

THE BURDEN OF THE BRIDGE. 


A meeting, which may be important, of 
the Bridge Trustees will be held to-day, 
and the question will probably be discussed 
of the means of providing better accom- 
modation for the public at less expense, 
with greater revenue. Mr. WITTE, , the 
Treasurer, is prepared, ultimately, to sup- 
port free roadways and walk, and car 
fares of 8 cents or of 5 cents for a round 
trip. There is no doubt that the principle 
of large business and small rate of profits 
would work as well for the treasury 
of the bridge as it. does for private 
enterprises of . like * character, and 
would give the public the advantages they 
are entitled to. At present the bridge 
seems to be run on the principle of small 
business for the bridge and whatever 
profit there is for the Union Ferry Com- 
pany. 

It is simply disgraceful that this splendid 
structure, which has cost the two cities so 
large an amount of money, and which 
should command a sure and constantly 
increasing traffic, should be run, as it now 
is, at an average loss of nearly a thou- 
sand dollarsaday. Itis not necessary that 
it should be leased out to private parties, 
and it is quite proper that agents of the 
municipalities owning it should be kept 
in control of it. But the fact that cor- 
porations of unquestioned responsibility 
stand ready torent the bridge, to guar- 
antee lower rates tothe public, and to 
pay a compensation to the cities that 
would nearly, if not quite, meet the 
fixed charges,’ is a plain proof of 
what every sensible mind must see, 
that the bridge affairs are grossly mis- 
managed. * What is needed is a complete 
change in the mode of administration. 
Instead of a clumsy Board of Trustees 
holding honorary positions with no fixed 
responsibility, associated with city officials 
who have other and more engrossing 
duties, the bridge should be put in 
charge of a small number of competent 
men, not exceeding three, who should be 
well paid for their services, and who could 
be held to a strict accountability for their 
administration. Or it might be found 
feasible to put it in the hands of a single 
Superintendent of adequate experience 
and capacity, with a small advisory 
board to co-operate with him. But what 
has been demonstrated beyond any doubt 
is that the present paleozoic board 
is utterly unfitted for the task it has as- 
sumed. Partly owing to its cumbrous- 
ness, and partly to the influence of the 
Union Ferry Company in its counsels, the 
board is incapable of adopting or carrying 
out any decided and energetic policy. 
The public does not get one-tenth the 
benefit to which it is fairly entitled, and 
has to pay a round sum for the privilege 
of not using the structure built at its ex- 


pense.

York Cab Company may therefore continue to 
paint their cabs yellow if they see fit to do so,

pendent candidate. 


A Quebec telegram says that John C. 
Eno remains at the &t. Louis Hotel, in that city, 
and has gainedin flesh inthe past two months. 
His family and some friends are with him. One 
of his children, a daughter, 8 years old, was 
seized with malarial fever about a fortnight 
ago, and for a time the physicians had grave 
doubts as to her recovery. Eno, the telegram 
says, took his child’s illness more to heart than 
his own personal troubles even, and to his inti- 
mate acquaintances he blamed himself as the 
cause in having necessitated the change of resi- 
dence. 


* Superintendent Conway, of the Lachine 
Canal, has just completed his thirtieth year with 
the St. Lawrence Canal system as an officer of 
the Canadian Government. Hisconnection with 
the canals dates much further back, he having 
been employed on the works asa boy when the 
canals were being first enlarged in 1844-56. 
The Montreal Gazette says: ** All the officers who 
were employed in the engineers’ and collectors’ 
offices in September, 1854, have since died, and 
there are only five of those employed at that 
time in any capacity on the canals who are still 
employed in connection with them. During 
these 30 years of service Mr. Conway never once 
applied for leave of absence, and, what is still 
more remarkable, has never been a day absent 
from duty on account of sickness.”

NOTES FROM THE OLD WORLD.

From recent returns it appears that 
the population of Paris 1s 2,239,928, or an increase 
since 1876 of 1,988,806. he inhabitants who are 
of French birth? number 2,079,800. Those of for- 
eign birth include 45,281 Belgians, 31,190 Germans, 
21,547 Italians, 20,810 Swiss, 10,789 English, 5,987 
Americans, and 65 Chinese. 


In the various penal establishments of 
Italy there are now 5.159 male and 204 female 
prisoners sentenced to servitude for life; ora 
total of 5,363. Ten years ago the total was 2,153 
less than itis now. For the maintenance and 
establishment of the Italian penal system} the 
sum of 33,C00,000f. is now set aside in the yearly 
budget. For education the sum set aside is only 
23,000,000f. 

During the year 1883, the sun in London 
shone for only 974 hours out of a possible 4,456 
hours, which is an average of two hours and 
forty minutes per day. At Kew the total of sun- 
shine was 1,484 hours, and the daily average four 
hours, three minutes. At Hastings the total was 
1,825 hours, and the average five hours. London 
smoke is charged with the loss shown in the re- 
turns for London. 


Four years ago Mr. Gladstone delivered 
at Leeds a speech which contained 8,400 words 
and occupied one hour and three-quarters in de- 
livery, so that it was spoken at the rate of 80 
words a minute. One of his recent efforts in 
Scotland contained 11,500 words and was deliv- 
ered in one hour and thirty-five minutes. This 
was at the rate of 118 words a minute. 


Amalie Hainzinger, who died recently in 
Paris at the age of 87, had appeared on the stage 
in the presence of Napoleon I. and of Goethe, 
the latter having mentioned her in his writings. 
She is described as having been “a wonderfully 
attractive old lady.” 


Upward of 12,000 men and boys are en- 
gaged all the year round in the North Sea fish- 
eries. They are exposed toanewand growing 
danger in the shape of what are known as 
“coopers,” but what in reality are floating grog 
shops. These shops of the sea sell liquors of 
the worst and most fiery sort. It is believed to 
be unknown to the géneral British public, being 
purchased in Holland. It produces most mad- 
dening effects. Special missionary efforts are 
made to counteract the influence of the 
“coopers.” Four mission smacks are now 
stationed with the fishing fleets.

MAPLESON’S DATES AND PLANS—WAITING 

TO HEAR FROM MR. BROWN. 
Special Dispatch by Cable from Our Own 
Correspondent. : 
’ Lonpon, Sept. 24.—Col. Mapleson and 
Signor Arditi returned to London to-day 
after an absence of two months on the 
Continent. The former is in excellent 
health and spirits, and to-day I had a long 
interview with him. When asked about 

his New-York projects he said: 

“Tt all rests with Augustus L. Brown 
and the Academy Directors. If they are 
willing to pay the money for their opera, 
Istand ready to give them the most mag- 
nificent musical treat that ever delighted 
American ears. Ihave my company—the 
best ever formed—all ready, and I am 
waiting now for the sinews of war-—for 
Mr. Brown to show some conception of 
the situation. If the Academy people 
don’t give me some encouragement, some 
decent chance for success, why, then, I 
shall release all my singers during their 
stay in New-York, and of course they will 


be instantly snapped up by the Metropoli- 
tan. My henley. contract provides that 
my singers shall not appear in the rival 
house; if I release them they cease to be 
my singers, and hence it is safe to say that 


. there will surely be opera in New-York 


this season. The question, Which house 
shall it be in? is one for Mr. Brown to set- 
tle. Ihave given him notice to that effect 
in writing. The season in New-York, in 
one house or the other, will begin on Nov. 
10, and will last seven weeks. Mme. Patti 
will probably sing the first night. The 
dates for other cities are as follows: Bos- 
ton, from Deo. 29 to Jan. 10; Philadelphia, 
from Jan. 12 to Jan. 21; Baltimore, 
the next three nights; Washington, 
all the following week; Cincinnati, from 
Feb. 2to Feb. 7; St, Louis, the following 
week. Then from Feb. 16 until the last of 
the month we shall appear successively in 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Omaha, Salt Lake City, and other places 
en route for California. The San Fran- 
cis season willopen on Marchl. It will 
last the whole month. Our Mexican proj- 
ect has been abandoned. On returning 
we shall givea grand concert, with Patti, 
Scalchi, Nevada, and Nilsson, at Salt Lake 
City on April 2, and shall give opera at 
Burlington on April 4. On April 6 the 
great Chicago festival begins. 1t will last 
a fortnight, and will be the grandest 
thing the New World has ever heard. On 
April 21 one short farewell season ofa 
fortnight or so begins in New-York prior 
to sailing for the London season, for which 
all these artists are engaged.” 

Col. Mapleson promised to furnish me 
a full list of ns talent within a few days. 
Some of the contracts have not yet been 
signed and the operatic plans are not yet 
fully matured. Miss Nevada, of whom 
Col. Mapleson speaks in glowing terms, is 
to create the part of Lakme in America. 
M. Delibes, the composer, is going over to 
superintend the production of the opera, 
and has written for it the music of a new 
ballet. He has also enlarged the contralto 
part for Mme. Scalchi. Col. Mapleson thinks 
** Lakme” is the greatest success since the 
appearance of *“ Faust.’”’ Mme. Patti sails 
on the Oregon on Oct. 25. Col. Mapleson 
is specially elated at getting Mlle. Emma 
Turolla, for whom he has ledas paid a 
forfeit of 20,000f. at Buda-Pesth. The con- 
tract with Nilsson is still hanging. It will be 
signed as soon as Col. Mapleson receives fa- 
vorable word from Mr. Brown. The Colonel 
is as buoyant and confident as ever. “‘ Talk 
about Italian opera being dead,”’ he said.

DISAFFECTION AMONG BROG 

YOUNG REPUBLICANS. 
RESIGNATION OF PRESIDENT NICHOLS—AS 
SERTIONS THAT FEW OF THE CLUB'S 

ORIGINAL FOUNDERS WILL BE LEFT, 

That the meeting of the Brooklyn Young 
Republican Club, on Tuesday evening, will re- 
sult inaserious disruption in the ranks, and an 
irreparable loss of influcnce to the organization, 
seems to be beyond dispute. Leading members 
of the anti-Blaine party in the club yesterday 
expressed themselves in no uncertain terms in 
regard to the matter. W.H. Nichols, President 
of the club, did not hesitate to take the decisive 


- step of resigning his office‘at once. Yesterday 


atternoon he wrote the following letter: 
NEW-YORK, Sept. 24, 
W. H. Williams, Esq.. Chairman Advtsory Committes 
Brooklyn Young Republican Club: 

DEAR SIR: [t is with sincere regret that I feel com. 
pelled herewith to tender my resiguation of the office 
of President of the Brooklyn Young Republican Club, 
an organization which has done more for the cause of 
clean government than any other association in the 
land. ‘This regret is increased by recollections of ear- 
nest and honest work in the committee since the 
formation of the club, as wel. as by the courtesy and 
forbearance its members have uniformly shown me 
since I have been its presiding ofticer—nearly two 
years. 1 feel, however, that the ciub bas made a seri- 
ous, if not fatal, mistake, and can only express the 
hope that time will show that inthis my judgment is at 
fault. With sincere personal regards for yourself and 
fellow-members of the Advisory Committee, and hop- 
ing that early action will be taken on this resignation 
as a matter of fairness to the club as well as to myself, 
I remain very truly, W. H. NICHOLS. 

Mr. Nichols said the adherents of Mr. Blaine 
had arranged to be on hand early and were pres- 
ent in large numbers. Many of those who were 
opposed to the resolution did not vote when they 
saw the heavy vote polled by the Blaine men: 
He could not estimate the strength of the anti- 
Biaine sentiment in the club, but he thought 


that the victory obtained by the Blaine men 
would be of littie benefit to the Republican 
ticket and would greatly hurt the club if it did 
not altogether destroy its usefulness. He had 
always beenin favor of confining the work of 
the fclub to local issues. He said that all but 
four members of the Executive Committee and 
fully one-half oj the Advisory Committee would 
resign. Mr. Nichols, after ay yy his feel- 
ings, took his departure from the city in search 
of a breath of fresh air to revive him after the 
excitement of the meeting. 

Alfred T. White,a member of the Executive 
Committee, who spoke in favor of adopting the 
resolutions reported by the Executive and Ad- 
visory Committees, said: ‘There are now 39 out 
of the 50 founders of the Young Republican 
Club remaining among its active members. Of 
these 21 are anti-Blaine men. The work of Tues- 
day night’s meeting takes the Young Republican 
Club out of the hands of the men who founded 
it and throws it into the hands of a lot of persons 
who are not hg in sympathy with the club’s 
original objects. This naturally must injure the 
influence of theclub. I do not consider the 
meeting a fair expression of the feeling of the 
club. It wascalled by a bare majority of the 
members, who number about 2,600. Postal cards 
were sent to all the members of the club asking 
whether they desired a meeting to discuss the 
Presidential question. There were 1,210 answers 
received. Out of these 650 advocated the hol 
of the meeting and 560 were adverse to it. O 
course those who are a Mr. Biaine 
voted for the meeting and those who op 
him did not. Now, a large number of those who 
were opposed to the meeting did not attend it. 
If I had not been a member of the Executive 
Committee I should not have gone there myseif. 
As to the character of the meeting Ican only say 
that I do not think there was fair play. I gota 
fair chance myself, being the first speaker, but 
the others were cut off by the confusion. There 
was evidently no anxiety on the part of the 
Blaine men to discuss the question. All they 
wanted to do was to rush through resolutions 
favoring Mr. Blaine. There are 18 members of 
the Executive Committee. Of tnese, 13 are anti- 
Blaine men and 1 is doubtful. All the anti- 
Blaine men will certainly resign. This will leave 
only one of the original members of the ciub on 
the committee. Asto whether the anti-Blaine 
men willleave the club I cannot say. I think 
that a great many of them will not, but they will 
work against the election of Mr. Blaine.” 

Horace E. Deming said: ‘*The Young Repub- 
lican Club has won its laurels in the iocal field. 
It had become the custodian of the interests of 
good government in the city of Brooklyn, and 
was respected by the citizens because it fur- 
nished the organization necessary to the main- 
tenance of an honest home Government. By 
the action of the meeting jt deliberately decided 
to take the risk of destroying its influence for 
good government at home in order to fulfill 
the functions of a vigorous Presidential cam- 

aign club. In other words, it decided that 

f it were necessary to sacrifice its influence as 
the most potent factor for honest local gorern- 
ment in order to enter the Presidential canvass, 
it was prepared to doit. The club decided that 
local interests were subordinate. I should say 
that at least one-third of the assembly was com- 

osed of men who never before attended a meet- 
ng of the Young Kepublican Club, and acon- 
siderable number of them were not members of 
the club at all. 

*I want one thing understood,” continued 
Mr. Deming. “*I have not been a member of 
the Executive Committee for a year. A large 
proportion of the anti-Blaine. menin the club 
staid away beczuse it was known two weeks 
that the meeting was going to be what it was—a 
chorus of noises and shoutings. Many men who 
were opposed tothe Blaine movement did not 
attempt to vote after that first chorus of * nays.’ 
The Blaine men were there early. They were 
packed solidly inthe body of the house. The 
anti-Blaine men were scattered around ’ the 
outside of the crowd. ‘There never was 
so large a majority in a meeting of the 
club betore, and never before was a minority sa 
unfairly treated there. Any man could see that 
there was an organized attempt to crush out 
free discussion. If the club can pose asa cam- 
paign club and keep the confidence of the peo- 
ple of Brooklyn in local matters, it will do more 
than I thinkitcan. It isa big task. If the club 
succeeds [ shall be one of the first so clap hands 
and cry ‘hurrah.’ I don’t think they can do it.” 

William Potts was, until the close of the meet- 
ing Tuesday night, one of the prominent and 
active members of the Brooklyn Young Re- 
publican Club. ‘**Isentin my resignation as a 
member of the club immediately on returning 
home,” he said to a Times reporter yesterday, 
“on the ground that I could not denounce cor- 
ruption and then indorse a man whom I esteem 


the most conspicuous representative of corrupt — 


methods in politics— Blaine.” 

* What will be the effect of the action of the 
club indorsing Blaine?” 

* I can’t conceive that the organization, by in- 
teresting itself in the national campaign, in any 
way strengthens Blaine’s position, because in 
doing so the club publishes to the world the fact 
that nearly all the original organizers and active 
workers are opposed to his election. As to the 
club itself, the action taken will inevitably very 
seriously injure it—injure its influence and de- 
prive it of very many good members. The ac- 
tion taken at Tuesday night’s meeting was 
not as unanimous as reported, not by any 
means. A notice was sent to the Blaine 
men to meet early in front of the 
hall. The did, and when the _ doors 
were opened they filled the seats in the body of 
the hallin front of the gallery. Those coming 
in afterward, many of whom were opposed to 
the club entering national politics, found seats 
under or in the gallery, or were obliged to stand. 
The consequence was that on all the votes the 
Blaine men in front made a tremendous howl, 
and produced the impression that everything 
was unanimous, especially on the reporters seat- 
ed in front. No one knows what the actual vote 
was, for on the standing votes no attempt was 
made to count. I sat nearly under the edge of 
the gallery. I estimate that rhe vote stood three 
or four to one in favor of Blaine. That is a 
large majority, but itis far from a unanimous 
vote. Of the 1,200 or 1,100 in the hall, 300 or 400 
were against the resolution indorsing Blaine. 

* Let me say,” continued Mr. Potts, “that I 
never was present in any ppm meeting where 
the minority were treated as they were last 
night. They could state nothing without inter- 
ruptions that prevented them placing their 
views vefore the meeting. I cannot state of ab- 
solute knowl , but from my own observa« 
tion and on the information of others I have 
reason to suspect t there were men in the hal!

Not more than 100 of the 1,500 
present opposed the resolution to indorse Blaine 
and Logan. In that number were a good manv 
who will vote for Blaine, but are oppeeed to the 
club entering national politics. ot over 50 
were present who will not vote for Blaine.” 

* How about those who staid away ?” 

“ Of the 2,600 on the roll 2,500 will, I think, 
vote for Blaine. Not. over 100 will leave the 
club.

We 
could have 2,000 new members to-morrow if we 
wanted them. Did the minority have a fair hear- 
ing?

QUARREL AMONG REPUBLICANS. 


THE HUDSON COUNTY CONVENTION SPLIT BY 
AN ATTEMPT AT FUSION. 

The Hudson County Republican Conven- 
tion, at the Academy of Music, Jersey City, yes- 
terday, was a scene of uproar and confusion. 
The nomination of John R. Wiggins for Sheriff 
‘was accomplished by acclamation; and, on mo- 
tion of Major Z. K. Pangborn, who is said him- 
self to be a candidate for the Congressional nom- 
ination, the business of nominating a Congress- 
man was deferred. The turmoil was occasioned 
by the dispute over the County Cierkship nomi- 
pation. Courty Clerk Van Horn has been work- 
ing for his own renomination, and he had a num- 
per of warm friends in the convention. The 
managers, hoping, however, to strengthen the 
Electoral ticket in the State, have been in dalli- 
ance with the Butler faction. The Butlerites 


had selected E. F. McDonala for County 
Clerk, James M. Murrer_ for Coroner, 
and M. B. Holmes for County Register. A con- 
ference committee of the Kepublican Conven- 
tion nad been in conference with the Butlerites, 
and then reported that the Butlerives wanted to 
select the men whom they had nominated. They 
would accept the Republican nominees if the Re- 
publicans would accept their ticket. They did 
not, however, insist on the Registership nomi- 
nation, and would be content if they could select 
the candidates for the other two places. 

The Republican conference committee recom- 
mended that their action as to McDonald and 
Murrer be indorsed. Van Horn’s frienas pro- 
tested against giving the main office to the 
Democrats, and clamored for a Republican can- 
didate amid a scene of the wildest confusion. 
The report of the conference committee 
was accepted by a vote on roll call of 
70 to 57. Van Horn’s friends were very 
indignant, and retired from the convention 
declaring that they will vote the straight 
Democratic ticket from top to bottom. It is 
understood that Van Horn will run as an inde- 
pendent candidate, which would rob McDonald 
of almost all his Republican votes. Theconven- 
tion brought the proceedings to a close by re- 
nominating Coroner Elliott, who cannot serve, 
the State Constitution aebarring a Coroner trom 
succeeding himself. There is wide dissatisfac- 
tion among Republicans over the result.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 24.—The develop- 
ments in the failure of the Newcomb-Buchanan 
Company were almost the sole topic of conver- 
gation in business circles to-day. This morning 
officers of the bank that hoid the defunct firm's 
paper have been quietly iooking up matters to 
see how much they have been caught for, if for 
anything. This afternoon a reporter saw Mr. E. 
G. Halsey, Manager of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany, who said: “*We have found some dupli- 
cate warehouse receipts.” On being asked to 
what amount he replied: “I am not prepared to 
say, but this much I can state: The probabilities 
are that a great many will be found. There are 
75,000 barrels of whisky. It is all in warehouse. 
We will have to check off all the whisky before 
it can be ascertained how many duplicates have 
been issued. There will be trouble.” Thus the 
matter stands. Undoubted evidence of fraud 
has been discovered, but to what extent cannot 
be stated yet. Buchanan is still missing, and 
there is no clue to his whereabouts.

BLAINE STARTS ON HIS STUMPING 
TOUR. 
HIS DEPARTURE FROM NEW-YORK AND RE- 
CEPTION ALONG THE ROAD—STOPPING 
~ IN SYRACUSE OVER NIGHT. 

Before Mr. Blaine started on his Western 
trip yestorday morning a Committee of Fifty 
from the Brooklyn Young Republican Club 
waited upon him at the Fifth-A venue Hotel and 
announced the action taken by the club Tuesday 
night. Every member of the committee was 
presegt. They met in Mr. Blaine’s parlor, and a 
committee, consisting of D. L. Woodhouse, Chair- 
man of the Committee of Fifty, and T. L. Wood- 
ruff, was instructed to wait upon Mr. Blaine and 
ask him to receive the committee. When Mr. 
Blaine appeared Mr. Woodhouse addressed him 


as follows: 

“Mr. BLAINE: The Brooklyn Young oy Club, 
comprising a membership of 2,600, are the successors 
of what was called the Garfield and Arthur Campaign 
Club. Its constitution precludes its members from 
holding office, and their sole reward resides in the 
sense of duty done. It hasatriple service to perform 
—to serve our city, State, and Nation. As its name 
suggests, we are Republicans. We belong to the Re- 
publican Party, and to it we owe our allegiance. At 
the first meeting of the club, held last evening, since 
the National Republican Convention met at Chicago in 
June last, when you, Sir, were nominated for Presi- 
dent and the Hon. John A. Logan for Vice-Presi- 
dent, resolutions were enthusiastically omnes by 
a practically unanimous vote, renewing our allegiance 
to the principles of the Republican Party, and pledging 
the support of the club to the candidates during the 
present campaign. The gentlemen before you were in- 
structed as a committee of the club to notify you of 
its action, and present you with a copy of the resolu- 
tions. The lete hourat which they were passed has 
prevented the committee from presenting them to you 
in proper form this morning. A copy will be pre- 
pared and furnished you at a later date. ‘i'his 
action of our club warrants us in the be- 
lief that it adds at least 10,000 votes to 
the Republican cause.

I appreciate very 
fully the significance of your action, I know its value. 
I know the strength of young men in political work. 
It has been well said that each one counts two, and I 
therefore feel sure that the Brooklyn Young Republic- 
an Club brings to meno ordinary degree of strength, 
confidence, and enthusiasm. The pressure of haste to 
take the train for the West prevents my saying more 
and leaves me only time to ask the pleasure of a per- 
sonal presentation to each of you.” 

Andrew S. Draper, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Repubublican State Commit- 
tee, drove to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel at 8:30 
o’clock yesterday morning and went into the 
hotel, whence he soon emerged with the Hon. 
James G. Blaine and Mr. Walker Blaine. Sev- 
eral other members of the State and National 
Committees followed and acted as an escort _to 
Mr. Blaine to the Grand Central Station. The 
special train of two palace cars and a baggage 
car was in waiting on the west side of the 
station, near the Station Master's office. The 
entrance used by employes had been reserved 
by Chairman Warren, who had arrived early, 
for Mr. Biaine and his party, but through a 
blunder he was taken in through the waiting 
room. A little crowd had gathered on the steps 
of the station and cheered Mr. Blaine as he en- 
tered. At precisely 9 o’clock the train drew out 
of the station, passing over torpedoes strewn 
along the track. Mr. Blaine was accompanied 
by the gentlemen whose names were given in 
Tar Times of yesterday as constituting his 
party, with the exception of State Committee- 
man Bernard Biglin, who arrived too late. Mr. 
Biglin was very indignant at the train leaving 
without him, and protested that the hour had 
been changed from 9:15 to 9 o’clock. John J. 
O’Brien, who intended to accompany the party, 
arrived at the station at 9:05. 

* Too late, John,”’ shouted Mr. Biglin, when he 
caught sight of O’Brien; ** the train’s gone.” 

* Glad of it,” said the chief, placidly. 

At Yonkers, Sing Sing, and Peekskill the spe- 
cial train met with impromptu receptions. At 
Sing Sing the station was decorated with flags 
and bunting. When the train stopped it was 
immediately surrounded by a crowd of men, 
women, and children. Mr. Blaine, accompanied 
by the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, appeared on 
the rear platform, and was greeted with cheers. 
The Rev. F. A. Soulé, an old friend of Blaine, in- 
troduced him to the e-r and presented him 
witha large bouquet. In reply to the cry of 
“Speech! Speech!” Mr. Blaine bowed and 
thanked them, but said he had not time then to 
comply with their request. As the train moved 
on, atter stopping only about three minutes, 
cheers were again given. 

PEEKSKILL, Sept. 24.—The train reached 
Yonkers at 9:30. crowd of people had assem- 
bled about the station.

Mr. Blaine 
bowed, waiting for silence, and then said:

Blaine. Just as he was about to speak some one 
in the crowd called out “ Gen. Spinner,” * Gen. 
Spinner,” and the old gentieman was seen 
making his way toward the train. Mr. Blaine 
waited and helped him over _the iron railing 
while the people cheered. When order was 
restored Mr. Blaine said: 

“I consider it a very happy omen of my welcome that 
Iam permitted to stand bere beside my old friend, 
whom I have known long and honored so highly. [Ap- 
planes.) I thank you, citizens of Herkimer, for your 

ind greeting. 1 feel thankful for the succession of 
gracious welcomes that I have had to-day in this beau- 
tiful valley of the Mohawk, and I thank you allas citi- 
zens of New-York for tendering to me so generously 
the hospitalities of your great State. ae 
cheers.| I have nothing to add except to again express 
my pleasure at meeting here a man who has rendered 
valuable service to his country in a post requiring 
great ability and great integrity.” [Loud cheers.) 

The available space beside the track and in 
front of Boggs’s Hote! was packed when the train 
arrived here. Mr. Blaine was introduced by 
William Hackett, of the State Committee, and 
was loundly cheered. He said: 

“] thank you very sincerely, citizens of Utica, for 
this cordial greeting and this cordial welcome. It is the 
grand conclusion of a series of welcomes that I have 
enjuyed to-day in the Mohawk Valley, which have 
touched me very deeply with a sense of gratitude which 
I confess to be greatly enhanced by this large demon- 
stration of friendly welcome in the city of Utica. [Ap- 
plause.} In return, I can only express to you my 
appreciation of all the kindness I have received in the 
State of New-York, my sincere wish for the continued 
prosperity of your city and your State, and bid you a 
cordial good-bye.” [Great applause.)

THE SHOW AT SYRACUSE, 

Syracuse, Sept. 24.—The special train 
bearing the tattooed candidate for President ar- 
rived very nearly on time in Syracuse, but there 
wasa good dea! of delay in putting him on ex- 
hibition, which was exceedingly vexatious to the 
men, women, and children who had assembled to 
see the show. In company with Senator 
Dennis ~ McCarthy, he alighted from the 
train: on the outskirts of the city and 


was driven to the residence of the Senator on 
East Genesee-street. where he spent nearly two 
hours brushing the dust off of his plumes and 
refreshing his interior. In the meantime, the 
train rolled into the heart of the city and played 
an April fool trick on the crowds in waiting, 
who split their throats cheering the hero’s es- 
cort, Bernard Biglin, Chauncey Depew, and a few 
other nobodies, under the mistaken idea 
that they were cheering the hero him- 
self. Finally, after everybody had _ got 
tired out standing on the sidewalks and in Clin- 
ton-square, where the exhibition was to take 
place, the Plumed Knight emerged from the 
mansion of Mr. McCarthy and, accompanied by 
his host, was driven by a circuitous route 
through several of the principal streets up to 
the show ground. The streets through which he 
passed were thronged, as they always are on cir- 
cus occasions, and the usual demonstrations of 
satisfaction were indulgedin. There was quite 
animposing display of torchlights, numbering, 
pope J to the estimate of some, as many as 
3,000, each one being borne by a member of some 
of the Blaine clubsof Syracuse and the sur- 
rounding towns. These clubs came from all 
points of the compass, some of them from Wa- 
tertown, 100 miles distant. The same 
may be said of the crowd that thronged 
the streets. Excursion trains from al! direc- 
tions within a radius of 50 miles and over 
have been running into Syracuse all the after- 
noon, filled with people of all ages, sexes, and 
conditions, and of every political stripe, who 
came to havea holiday and see the show. The 
open carriage containing the author of the Mul- 
ligan letters and bis host was escorted to the pub- 
lic square by a cavalcade of mounted men num- 
bering about 300, and passed in review the 
Blaine clubs with their torches, who stood 
in line on both sides of the street. It was after 
10 o’clock when the carriage reached the grand 
stand in Clinton-square, which by that time 
contained probably 10,000 people, a large por- 
tion of them women and boys. When he 
reached the platform Mr. Biaine was greeted 
with a great outburst of applause and the shoot- 
ing of sky rockets, roman candles, and other va- 
rieties of fireworks. It was quite an animated 
scene, and served as a fitting climax to 
the lesser cheers and pyrotechnic displays that 
had greeted the visitor on the line of march. A 
long time was consumed witnessing the parade 
ot the torchlight clubs that marched with their 
bands of music past the grand stand, and it was 
well nigh midnight before speechmaking was 
practicable. At last, when comparative quiet was 
restored, the Plumed Knight was introduced to 
the crowd and spoke his brief speech, and was 
followed by Chauncey Depew, Martin I. Town- 
send, and Theodore M. pies gf From another 
stand, erected across the canal, James W. Husted, 
District Attorney Tenney, and Assemblyman 
Draper add the crowds who were unable 
to get near the main stand. 

e speaking being over, the audience, what 
there was left of it, dispersed and the author of 
all the disturbance was driven back to the 
residence of Senator scan where he was 
soon after put to bed very much fatigued. The 
Senator, however, held out and was “as fresh 
as ‘a daisy” up to 2 o'clock in the 
morning, receiving and entertaining all wlio 
chose to call on him, and everybody was invited. 
Atthe end of the show the host was a more 

pular man than bis guest, and it was agreed 
hat he stood quite as good a chance of bein 
elected. But Mr. Blaine has no cause to fin 
fault with the poor of Syracuse; they treated 
him handsomely. 

The old salts here say that it was by. all odds 
the biggest demonstration in honor of any one 
man that ever took ase in their city. As'a polit- 
ical demonstration in favor of the tattooed candi- 
date for the Presidency, however, it had no signifi- 
cance whatever.! To-morrow the Plumed Knight 
goes to Fulton, 25 miles north of here, to attend 
acounty fair. He will be gone trom Syracuse 
three hours, and on his return will go immedi- 
ately to Buffalo, and thence to Ohio, where, his 
friends tell him, his magnetism is in pressing de- 


mand just now.

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FIGHTING ON THE RIALTO. 


Cc. W. TAYLEURE’S CANE AND A. K, FUL- 
TON’S FISTS. 

A. K. Fulton, editor and owner of the 
Baltimore American, came to New-York on Sat- 
urday, and yesterday afternoon was stand- 
ing on the “Rialto,” in Fourteenth- 
street, near the Morton MHouse, when 
Cliften W. Tayleure, who is manager of 
the Frank Chanfrau combination, a playwright 
and a theatrical agent, turned the corner of 
Broadway with two friends. When Tayleure 
came near Fulton, the latter extended his hand, 
which Tayleure regarded with contempt and 
said, “No, no. Not till you take that 
article back.” Tne “article” referred to 
by Mr. ‘Tayleure dates back to 1883. 
He was before the war in_ the office 


of the American, and when it broke out left be- 
cause of his sympathy with the South. On the 
death of Mr. Fulton, Sr., in June, 1883, Tayleure, 
in writing about him in the Boston Heraid, said 
that he expressed himself editoriaily in favor of 
secession, and that his motive was to protect his 
property. Mr. Fulton denounced this statement 
and pilloried Mr. Tayleure. 

When Tayleure spoke about “ taking the arti- 
cle back,” Mr. Fulton squared himself, eyed Mr. 
Tayleure’s stout walking cane, and said deliber- 
ately: “I can’t take it back. It’s true, ang you 
know it.”” Three times Mr. Tavleure said * It 
isn’t,” and Mr. Fulton as many times said 
“It is.’ Then Mr. Tayleure’s wrath over- 
came him, and, raising his stick, caused 
it to descend on Mr. Fulton’s head and 
the force of the blow was such as to lacerate his, 
scalp. Mr. Fuiton staggered,and in the pres- 
ence of acrowd Tayleure delivered several se- 
vere blows, one of which cut the skin under Mr. 
Fulton’s left eye. Then the crowd cried 
“Shame!” and “Enough!” but Mr. Tayleure 
did not appear to intend to desist, and R. E. Ste- 
vens, a dramatic agent, sprang between him and 
Mr. Fulton and protested against a continu- 
ance. Tayleure resented Mr. Stevens’s interfer- 
ence by dealing him a blow which stretched 
him on the sidewalk, and he was picked up and 
carried into the hotel. Mr. Fulton by this time 
had made up his mind that he would resist Tay- 
leure, and the next time he aimed a blow at his 
head ne caught the stick and there was a tussle 
for the possession of it. In the struggle it 
fellon the pavement, and Mr. Fultoh assumed 
the aggressive and rained blows with his fist on 
Tayleure’s head and face until he cried 
“* Enough.” 

An alarm was raised that a policeman was 
coming, and Tayleure was hustled away by 
friends, and was reported to have gone to Long 
Branch. Dr. King, of East Fifteenth-street, at- 
tended Stevens and Fulton. The former was 
dazed for some time, and he went home in a 
cab. Stitches were required to bring together 
the edges of the wounds on Mr. Fulton’s head, 
but he was last night comfortable.

A BAD YEAR FOR FISHERMEN. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Sept. 24.—Advices re- 
ceived from St. John’s, Newfoundland, to-day 
state that reports from all the fishing centres on 
the island are most discouraging. From the 
northern part of Labrador, where a great num- 
ber of fishing craft have gone, doleful accounts 
are received. Out of 700 vessels oy, 100 re- 
turned with full fares, 200 with half fares, 
and 400 had not taken 100 quintals each. 
At Belle Island the French shore fisheries have 
been a totai failure, while at White Bay great 
distress is already prevailing and the inhabitants 
are threatened with starvation during the com- 
ing Winter unless the Government comes to 
their rescue. Gloomy reports are coming in 
from every quarter. Not since 1869 have the 
fisheries prove such a failure. Tne disastrous 
failure of the fisheries will undoubtedly throw a 
large number of supply merchants into bank- 


ruptcy. 
REGISTRAR BREWSTER BACKS DOWN. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, Sept. 24.—After being 
made to face five different charges before the 
United States Circuit Court, Registrar Brewster 
to-day reconsidered his determination, and when 
at noon the United States Supervisors of the 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Wards 
called on him and asked to be allowed to exam- 
ine and copy the registration books, Mr. Brew- 
ster acceded to}their demands, anda half hour 
later the Supervisors were busily engaged in the 
discharge of their duties.

The morning session was oc- 
cupied chiefly by Miss Alice C. Fletcher, who 
gave an interesting story of her resi enceamong 
the Omahas and her work in securing the sever- 
ality law andin allotting lands. The other speak- 
ers were Capt. Pratt, of the Carlisele Barracks, 
and Gen. Milroy, Superintendent of the Indian 
agencies in Washington Territory.

A FINE HOUSE TO LIVE IN.

PUTTING THE FINISHING TOUCHES ON “‘ THE 
BROADWAY” APARTMENT HOUSE. 

The finishing touches are now being 
added to an apartment house in Broadway 
which, when its doors are thrown open for ten- 
ants on Oct. 1, will be found one of the hand- 


somest and most perfectly appointed of the 
many large structures of a similar character 
ever built in New-York. The house is known as 
The Broadway, and was built by the Metropoli- 
tan improvement Company, Limited. It occu- 
pice the entire block between Thirty-ninth and 

ortieth streets on Broadway, the entrance 
to the Metropolitan Opera House being 
between the wings. It is seven stories 
high, and contains about 100 rooms for 
tenants, besides servants’ rooms, &c. The 
apartments are divided into suites, the smallest 
of two large rooms, the largest embracing six. 
A bathroom and closets are includedin each 
suite. The roomsare finished in hard woods, 
and, besides steam heat, each is provided with a 
bronze set grate with tiled hearth and carved 
mantel of striking design, inclosing a mirror 
above. The company will decorate the rooms as 
tenants desire—a decided improvement over the 
usual plan of papering end frescoing without 
giving tenants any choice in the matter. The 
apartments will not be leased for any period less 
than a year. 

The interior arrangement of The Broadway 
is admirable. The main entrance will be on 
Broadway at Fortieth-street, and the ladies’ en- 
trance a step around the corner on Fortieth- 
street. The elevator is placed in the rear of the 
tiled and decorated entrance hall. The corner 
room on the ground floor at Fortieth-street—a 
very lofty apartment, now being decorated after 
exquisite designs in fresco—will be occupied as 
a restaurant and café by Charles B. Waite, man- 
ager of the Brevoort House. On the floor 
over the restaurant are five private dining 
rooms. The only entrance to the building 
will be at Fortieth-street, halls over the 
entrance to the Opera House leading to 
tne south wing. All the halls—wide and com- 
modious they all are—will be carpeted and rich- 
ly papered. The halls open ona large court, so 
that every apartment in the house fronts on one 
of the three streets on which the building 
stands, not leaving a dark room in the whole 
structure. The space fronting Broadway over 
the entrance to the Opera House will next sea- 
son be transformed into a Summer garden, 
which will overlook the root garden of the 
Casino. 

“The Broadway,” said W. P. Esterbrook, In- 
spector of Buildings, after examining the splen- 
did house, “isas thoroughly fireproof as any in 
the city. You seem to have taken every precau- 
tion that has yet been sugested.” An extra 
precaution has been taken in having builtin 
each wing acircular stairway inciosed in fire- 
proof material, which will be used only in case 
of fire. These stairways alsodo away with un- 
unsightly escapes on the outside which 
disfigure so many buildings in New-York. 
Another point in favor of The Broadway 
is the plumbing, which has been carried out on 
the most approved scientific principles, and 
from a sanitary point makes the house perfect. 
Withevery room in the building of large size, 
perfectly heated and ventilated, and decorated 
as tenants desire, a perfect and permanent home 
is what tenants of The Broadway may step into 
on Oct. 1. 

The rental of apartmentsin this new house 
carries with it all expenses for gas, heat, and all 
extras down to shoe blacking. There can be 
no extras, and, with a first-class restaurant in 
the house, another advantage is seen. Already 
two-thirds of the apartments have been engaged, 
and the house will probably soon be well filed,

A TRUCE AGREED UPON. 


A TEMPORARY AGREEMENT AMONG WEST- 
ERN MANAGERS, 5 

Curcaco, Sept. 24.—The managers of the 
Western railroads met here again to-day to fur- 
ther consider the settlement of the Colorado and 
Utah business, which was such a problem to 
them last week. After a session of two hours, 
duration they succeeded in fixing up a 
temporary agreement to pool the Utah 
and Colorado traffic on substantially the 


same basis as the California business was 
disposed of. There will one pool 
east and one pool west of the Missouri River, the 
aqvenmens to continue until Dec. 31, 1884, after 
which time any road may withdraw by giving 30 
days’ notice and abrogate it. This agreement 
was made. however, subject to the approval of 
the Presidents of the various roads who have 
not yet been heard from. If this approval is not 
received, the agreement will cease Oct. 6, so it 
will be seen that it is merely atemporary truce, 
declared to maintain rates for the time being. 

The freirht agents of the roads meet to-mor- 
row to arrange preliminaries. The freight agents 
of the Transcontinental Association have about 
finished arranging the rates of the California 
and Nebraska pools. East-bound freight rates 
are at present being seriously cut by the Penn- 
sylvania and the Vanderbilt lines. The Pennsyl- 
vania has made # cut of 7% cents on provisions, 
748 cents on lumber to New-England and 10 
cents to New-York, 15 cents on seeds, and a cut 
ot 20 cents on shipments of 10 carloads and over. 
The New-York Central has made a cut of 10 
cents on grain.

THE LARGEST DOCK IN THE WORLD. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 24.—Sealed proposals 
were opened at the general offices of the Milwau- 
kee, Lake Shore and Western Railway Com- 
pany, in this city, this afternoon, for the con- 
struction of the company’s ore docks at Ashland. 


The work will be oneof great magnitude, the 
estimated cost of the dock being in the neigh- 
borhooa of $600,000. The plans and _ specifica- 
tions of the structure show that it will not only 
be the largest on the lakes, but the largest ore 
dock in the world. Itsextreme length over all 
will be 1,400 feet, and it will be 46 
feet wide and 40 feet high. There will be 
234 pockets, with a er pone oy 25,000 tons of ore; 
two train loads of oré can bedumped at the same 
time, and the largest vessels can be loaded in 
from six to eight hours. The superstructure 
will rest upon 7,000 piles, forming a dock basin 
which will be filled solid from the bottom of the 
harbor to 19 inches above high water mark. The 
dock will draw 2 feet of water, so that the 
largest vessel afloat upon the lakes can be loaded. 
The work of construction will be under the im- 
mediate charge of Superintendent L. 8. Barr, and 
will continue through the Winter, and employ- 
ment will be given to a large force of men. .

‘ NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
The meeting of the trunk line Presidents 
was continued at Commissioner fink’s office yes- 
terday. All the roads were represented, and the 
Chicago committee was also present and took 
part in the deliberations. The session of five 


hours was devoted entirely to a consideration of 
the claim of the Grand Trunk Road fora re- 
opening of the arbitration of its percentage in 
the east-bound freight business. r. Seargent, 
the representative of the road, made a state- 
ment of the road’s claims. The question will be 
settled to-day. The Joint Executive Committee, 
ty Department, will also meet to-day. 

The Directors of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad have been discussing the question of 
financial relief for the past two or three days 
without having arrived at any definite conclu- 
sion. The plan that wasrecently adopted by 
the Directors was not entirely satisfactory to 
the foreign stockholders. Tne latter proposed 
an amendment which did away with the con- 
templated issue of preferred stock. The foreign 
stockholders desire to have the company issue 
$5,000,000 bonds at 80 with a bonus of $5,000,000 
in common stock. The former idea was to issue 
$5,000,000 of bonds at 110 with a bonus of 
$5,000,000 preferred stock. It is stated that there 
isa legal obstacle to the issuing of additional 
preferred stock. By the amended plan the com- 
pany would realize $4,000,000 instead of $5,500,000, 
as by the original plan. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 24.—It has been 
given out by the Valley Road that there will be 
a special meeting of the stockholders on Oct. 1], 
for the purpose of voting upon the question of 
constructing a branch line from a point near 
Krumroy_ Station, in Springfield ownship, 
Summit County, in a southwesterly direction, 
12 miles, to the;village of Clinton, near the south- 
ern and western boundaries of the same county. 
There the branch I:ne will form a junction with 
the Cleveland, Ackron and Columbus and the 
Wheeling and Lake fErie Roads. The proposed 
line would penetrate a populous farming jcoun- 
try, and also open up several coal mines. 


PHILADELPHIA, a. 24.—The statement 
of the business of all lines of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, east of Pittsburg and Erie, 
for August, 1884, as compared with the same 
month in 1883 shows a decrease in gross earnings 
of $157,486, a decrease in expenses of $166,357, and 
an increase in net earnings of $8,885. The eight 
months of 1884, as compared with the same pe- 
riod of 1883, show a decrease in gross earnings of 
$1,318,681, a decrease in expenses of $819,364, and 
a decrease in net earnings of $499,317. All lines 
west of Pittsburg and Erie for the eight months 
of 1884 show a deficiengy in meeting all liabili- 
ties of $702,368, being a decrease, as compared 
with the same period of 1883, of $1,274,897. 


LICENSE QUESTION IN JERSEY CITY. 
' The Board of Aldermen of Jersey City 
sat tilllate Tuesday night acting on the ques- 
tion of liquor licenses. . The granting of a license 
to Jake Aberie’s variety show on Newark-ave- 
nue was the matter most discussed. A delega- 
tion of ladies appeared to urge that his license 


be refused. They!said that his place demoral- 
ized the youth of the city; that it is a nest of 
drunkenness for young people, and that boys 
have been seen reeling from it intoxi- 
cated. No action was taken on the ap- 
plication. The application of ex-Police 
Inspector Morrison was acted upon. ‘The Excise 
Committee had recommended that it be not 
granted. Alderman Jordan moved that the re- 
port be non-concurred in and the license grant- 
ed. It was objected that Morrison had been once 
convicted of keeping a disorderly house and 
should not be licensed. Alderman Jordan's mo- 
tion received 6 votes and 4 against it. Seven 
votes are needed to grant a license. Those who 
are opposed to licensing Morrison hold that by 
the action of the board on Mr. Jordan's motion 
the license was refused. 


IMPORTANT DRY GOODS FAILURE. 
' The failure of Day Brothers & Co., whole- 
sale and retail dealers in dry goodsat Peoria, IIl., 
and Beloit, Wis., with a New-York office at No. 
56 Worth-street, was reported yesterday in the 
dry goods trade. . The failure was not unex- 
pected, as the firm were regarded as too much 
extended for their capital, and two weeks ago 
had advertised that they would close out their 
wholesale department owing to 
plated changes in the firm on Jan. 1 next. 
Mr. L. L. Day, the senior partner, had also been 
ill for some time past. A statement of the firm 
Inade about two weeks ago showed liabilities 
$260,000 and nominal assets $546,000, consisting 
of stock, $350,000; outstandings, $125,000; Kar- 
sas lands, $30,000; L. L. Day's real estate, $25,000; 
G. R. Cobleigh’s outside means, $16,000. The 
greater part of their merchandise indebtedness 
isduein this city, their stock being purchased 
principally here.

THEY SAY THE YOUNG BROKER, ALTHOUGH 
RICH, IS NOT WORTHY OF HER—MR, 
FRIEDMAN CONTENT. 

The parents of Miss Sarah Schetler, the 
pretty young Jewess who eloped with Mr. Henry 
C. Friedman, a New-street broker, on Monday 
nicht last, have already come to the conclusion 
that all that they will do in the matter will be to 
refuse to have anything more to do with either 
their daughter or with her husband. She has 
chosen her course, they say, against their wish 
or consent and must take the consequences. 

Mr. Raiph Schetier, the oldest brother of the 
runaway girl, and who conducts a branch of his 
father’s business—the manufacturing and sale 
of all description of leather goods—in Bos- 


ton, arrived in New-York from that city on 
Tuesday night, on receipt of the news of his sis- 
ter’s departure, and was seen vesterday morning 
by a TIMes reporter at his father’s store, No. 39 
Walker-street. He seemed to feel very much 
outraged at his sister’s action, and told the re- 
porter the history of the whole affair. First he 
showed the reporter a life-size photograyh of 
the girl, which was taken a short time ago. She 
is tall and slender, with a magnificently propor- 
tioned figure, and is more than ordinarily pretty. 
She is just 20. 

“Sarah, my sister,”’ said young Mr. Schetier, 
““was always a girl who was inordinately fond of 
society, and my father did everything in the 
worid to gratify her every desire. She was a 
belle and a great favorite with all who knew her. 
She went out, asl say,a great deal, and some 
time last Fali—in November, I think—she met 
young Friedman for the first time ata party at the 
10use of one of herfriends. Heisa good-lookin 
tellow, dressed well, was accomplished, and all 
that, and it is no wonder that Sarah liked him 
from the first. Although he lived with his father 
at the latter’s home, No. 789 Lexington-avenue, 
just around the corner from us, none of our 
tamily knew him nor any member of his tamily. 
They did not nor do not move in the same 
society with us. Well, after the girl had been 
introduced to him, Friedman evidently kept up 
the acquaintance until it ripened into the fond- 
est kind of love on both sides.

She is rich and likes 
toshop. That is the last time my sister was seen. 
She did not come home to lunch, nor to dinner, 
for all the evening, until her parents were al- 
most wild with anxiety. At 1:30 in the morning 
a messenger boy rang the bell and handed my 
father a telegram. It had been sent from No. 85 
Broadway, and was as follows: 

I was legally married to Harry this evening. 

SARAH FRIEDMAN. 

“Of course,my parents were thunderstruck. 
Nothing could be done, however, and they did 
the best thing under the circumstances—they 
went to bed. Nothing since has been heard from 
the girl, nor have any of us any desire to hear 
anything more about her. She bas done as she 
wanted to. All right; we will do as we want to, 
and never again will we have anything in the 
world to do with either one of them. 

* Sarah has left a good home, where she was 
treated in the most indulgent manner, where 
everything was done as she wished and where she 
had everything that money could buy, and has 
acted contrary to the wishes and against the 
command of her father.

He came 
out from behind a pile of stocks andin the pri- 
vate office told his son’s version of the affair. 
** It’s all bosh,”’ he said, ** for anybody to make a 
big noise about this affair. Harry: has been en- 
gaged to the girl for over six months, and their 
marriage is only the natural outcome. I don’t 
kuow what her family may think—neither do 
I care. My son is perfectly worthy of his 
wife, and is desperately in love with her. Why 
shouldn’t they have been married? I knew it would 
come, but 1 had no idea it would come so soon. 
On Monday evening Harry, who always dines 
with us, was late, but we didn’t think anything 
of it until at about 10:30 o'clock, when we gota 
telegram from him saying that he and Sarah had 
been married, ard were going away fora day or 
two ona bridaltour.

THE TELEPHONE CLAIMANTS, 


~~. 
ARGUING FOR AND AGAINST THE BELL 
COMPANY’S CLAIMS, 

The fact that nine-tenths of the people 
who gathered in the United States Circuit Court 
room yesterday could not hear more'than one 
word in a dozen in the argument of the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company aguinst the Peo- 
ple’s Telephone Company seemed to have no in- 
fluence whatever on the size of the crowd. 
During the morning Mr. Storrow finished his 
argument for the Bell Company. He said that 
the defendants had claimed that Drawbaugh’s 
invention had been common talk at Eberly’s 


Mills for seven years prior to 1872, but Henry 
Drawbaugh, the inventor's brother, testified 
that until 1872 he¢had not heard of the tele- 
phone. Why had not Mrs. Drawbaugh been 
called to the witness stand, and why 
had no drawings been preserved by 
Drawbaugh? During the early afternoon 
Daniel Drawbaugh, who disputes with 
Bell the claim of inventor of the telephone, 
sauntered into the room and took a seat beside 
his counsel. The crowd stared at him as though 
he was au natural living curiosity, and from time 
to time Mr. Bell glanced at him over his neigh- 
bor’s shoulder. Mr. Drawbaugh is of medium 
size, has gray hair, a thick white mustache, blue 
eyes, and aruddy complexion. His fingers are 
thick and broad at the tips, plainly showing the 
results of .a lifetime of manual labor. His head 
is well rounded, but not large, anda phrenologist 
who studied it closely for half an hour said that 
Drawbaugh could not have helped being an in- 
ventor if he had tried. In general contour, and 
in many points of local development, the heads 
of Mr. Belland Mr. Drawbaugh are alike. Soon 
after Mr. Drawbaugh was seated Mgr. Capel 
came in and, taking a seat where he could hear 
scarcely anything that was said and see much 
less, divided his attention between the argument 
and the persons ranged about the room. 

Ex-Judge Hill began theargument for the 
defense. from a preliminary statement made by 
Mr. Bell he argued to show that prior to the 
Summer of 1874 Mr. Bell had formed no concep- 
tion of any means for the transmission of speech; 
that in the Summer of 1874, stimulated by Helm- 
holtz’s experiments in the electrical transmission 
of vowel sounds by means of a series of tuning 
forks, Mr. Bell conceived the possibility of ac- 
complishing the same results by substituting a 
series of vibrating reed armatures in place of the 
tuning forks, but he never tested such an 
apparatus, because he believed it impracticable. 
Experiments were made in 1875, but it was 
not until March 10, 1876, that he succeeded in 
producing intelligible articulation. Mr. Hiil 
claimed that the instrument on which Mr. Bell 
got a patent for improvement in telegraphy 
March 7, 1876, was manufactured upon sugges- 
tions obtained from Elisha Gray, whose inven- 
tion was copied before it had been patented. 
For the People’s Company it was ciaimed that 
Drawbaugh’s invention was made and completed 
one. before the date of Mr. Bell’s application 
for his patent of March 7, 1876, and even before 
his earliest telephone experiments, and that Bell 
made no claim to transmit articulate speech in 
his patent, but confined it solely to the uses of 
oe ale Mr. Hill will continue his argument 
to-day.

We are told by discontented 
thinkers, by people who prefer to live on the 
earnings of others rather than by their own 
honest labor, that all this progress, all this 
wealth, has been distributed to benefit a few 
rich men and a special class. What is the con- 
dition of the masses of the people at present ? 
Poverty, no doubt, we have too much of, but 
the great masses of the people are beyond the 
reach of want, since the production of the labor 
of man has increased in a hundred years sixfold. 
The result is that the great masses of mankind 
are a hundred per; cent. better off in the com- 
forts and necessaries of life than they werea 
century ago. Poverty exists in the world at the 
present time, but it is the poverty of a class 
who, before modern inventions and progress, 
could not have existed at all.” 

Mr. Hewitt concluded his address with the sug- 
gestion that a permanent industrial exhibition 
be instituted in Central Park, as a fitting cele- 
bration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of the Government, in 1889, where work- 
ingmen§and their families might find recreation 
as well as instruction. The ceremonies of the 
opening of the fair were then concluded with a 
luncheon in the Directors’ room, where Orestes 
Cleveland, one of the ex-Presidents of the Insti- 
tute, delivered an address on the progress of the 
organization. F

THE WAR ON THE BUCKET SHOPS. 

The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange met yesterday for the first time since 
Spring. A report was received from the com- 
mittee to whom was referred the subject of how 
to prevent * bucket shops” from obtaining and 
profiting by «the quotations of prices on the 
floor of the Exchange. This matter will be 


fully discussed at a special_meeting of the Gov- 
erning Committee to be held next Wednesday. In 
the meantime notices are to be sent to the mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange who are also mem- 
bers of the New-York Petroleum Exchange and 
Stock Board that under the rules of the Stock 
Exchange they cannot retain their memberships 
in both organizations. 

The committee listed $1,321,000 of consolidated 
first mortgage and coliateral trust bonds of the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern Railway 
Company. These are 50-year 5 per cent. bonds. 
The company intendsto issue $2,979,000 of addi- 
tional first nortgage bonds, and the Stock Ex- 
change is asked to list them as fast as the new 
road shall be completed. General mortgage 
bonds of the Louisville, New-Albany and Chi- 
cago Railway to the amount of $500,000 were 
listed yesterday, as were also $4,000,000 of ** Chi- 
cago and Northwestern 5 per cent. 25-year de- 
benture bonds of 1900.”

SELLING THE DEANE ESTATE. 

The lingual pyrotechnics of Richard V. 
Harnett, auctioneer, were in full force yester- 
day, when Assignee Ward H. Chamberlin’s much- 
adjourned sale of John H. Deane’s real estate 
wus resumed at the Exchange Salesroom, No. 111 
Broadway. There was a large number of gentle- 
men present, though the bidding was not what 
the auctioneer would call spirited. The total 


sales were $274,379. Two vacant lots on East 
One Hundred and Twenty-second-street, be- 
tween Fourth and Madison avenues, brought 
8,200. A four-story brownstone flat, at No. 69 
ast One Hundred and Twenty-first-street, was 
sold for $15,100.

VICTORY FOR THE CAB COMPANY. 

In its fight to prevent other owners of 
hacks from painting them yellow, like its 
vehicles, and from putting coronets and imita- 
tion surcingles on their sides, the New-York Cab 
Company, limited, has won the firstround. Judge 
Lawrence decided yesterday in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, that it is entitled to an injunction 
against Daniel Mooney, one of its rivals. Mooney 
used yellow paint on bis vehicles, and on the 
bands encircling the coronets which he appro- 
priated he put the words ** New-York Cab. L’d.” 
“The true doctrine in cases of this character is, 
I think,” says Judge Lawrence, “that no one 
should be permitted to so dress his poods or 
wares as to enable him to induce purchasers to 
believe that they are the goods of another.” In 
support of this view Judge Lawrenee cited the 
opinion of the Master of the Rolls in the similar 
controversy between the London Conveyance 
Company and an omnibus owner who imitated 
the vehicles of the company.

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MRS. WETMORE’S BABY LU 
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GUSHING LOVE LETTERS TO THE 
ERRING HAWES. 

THE FICKLE WIDOW A NIECE OF PRESI- 
DENT JOHNSON—PRISONS SHE HAS NOT 
BEEN IN—HER REPUTATION, 

Assistant District Attorney Vincent cross- 
examined Mra. Anna E. Wetmore at length yes- 
terday in the Court of General Sessions, where 
she was still on trial before Recorder Smyth for 
unlawfully marrying Nathan L. Hawes when 
she knew that he had a wife. A notable feature 
of the case yesterday was the plump denial by 
Hawes of some very important points in the de- 
fendant’s testimony. 

Mrs. Wetmore said that Adah Bryan wrote two 
letters for her to Hawes. She denied that she 
had ever been in Moyamensing Prison or was 
ever indicted in Lawrence, Kan., or Kansas City. 
she identified some of the letters shown her as 
sent by her to Hawes. She said she was intro- 
duced to him at the office of Sandford. Cooke & 
Co., bankers and brokers, where she first met 
him, by a Mr. Wallace, of Philadelphia. Her 
property in Burlington was what remained of 


48 lots, a whole block, which she purchased of a 
man named Creen. She took up a mortgage of 
$650 on each lot, and paid besides $400 apiece for 
them. When asked if she knew George L. 
Hooper she said, “Yes, to my sorrow.” 
She sued him to recover $1,400 which 
she hdd advanced to him... About seven 
years ago she sued a Mr. _ Bancott, 
of Philadelphia, to recover a bookcase, 
containing bonds and stocks; a deed for a house 
at Fortieth and Locust streets, Philadelphia; a 
deed for 19 lots in Burlington, a deed for a house 
in Lawrence, Kan.; two certificates for 40 shares 
of Chemical Oil Company stock, and a deed for 
1,290 acres in Georgia. 

The witness denied that she went by the name 
of Gentile in Dalton during the war. In reply 
toa question she said that her mother was a 
sister of President Andrew Johnson. The wit- 
ness lived with him in Washington when he was 
a United States Senator, and was an inmate of 
his house at Greenville. Tenn. Mr. Townsend 
then read letters from Goy. Hoyt, of Pennsyl- 
vania, to Lucius Robinson, at that time Gov- 
ernor of New-York, in reference to the extradi- 
tion of Husband Redheffer from Pennsylvania, 
where he was a fugitive on a charge of bigamy 
preferred by Mrs. Wetmore. 

Chiet Drummond, of the Secret Service, testi- 
fied that he had known the defendant since 1877, 
and that her reputation for veracity was bad. 
He cited the Benkert case, in Philadelphia, where 
he met Mrs. Wetmore in 1877 or 1878. She told 
him that Benkert was smuggling goods at an 
undervaluation of $100,000a year, and she wanted 
him to break open Benkert’s safe, ostensibly to 
discover evidence against him. She declared 
also that she wanted a paper that was in the safe, 
and cautioned the witness not to speak of her to 
Mr. Franklin, of Pinkerton’s Detective Agency. 
Mr. Drummond, however, sawan article in a 
Philadelphia paper —— her as an advent- 
uress, and aiter seeing Mr. Franklin he held no 
more interviews with her. Mrs. Wetmore was 
indicted for attempted b!ackmail in Philadelphia, 
and the jury stood 11 for convicton and 1 for ac- 
quital, so the witness had heard. He would not 
swear, however, that the jury did not leave their 
seats before bringing in a verdict of acquittal. 
The witness mentioned the names of several de- 
tective officers who gave the defendant a bad 
— for veracity. 

‘rank Sipilus, a detective in the 7 of the 
Lion Park Brewery, who was a First Lieutenant 
in the Sixty-eignhth New-York Volunteds, said 
that his regiment was at Dalton. Ga., in the 
Spring of 1865, where he saw the defendant. Her 
reputation for veracity there was not very good. 
She went under the name of Mellie Gentile. 

Mrs. Cecilia Hawes, the legal wife of Nathan 
L. Hawes, was then called to the stand. She 
was dressed in black silk, and the only colors in 
ber attire were some bright artificial flowers on 
her hat. She said she was married to Hawes on 
July 11, 1869, after being divorced from Edwin 
Bennett, in Waterloo, in 1867, and she related the 
story of the visit of Anna Wetmore to her 
house on Dec. 22, to see her marriage certifi- 
cate. On another day Mrs. Wetmore called with 
a gentleman who was introduced as “Uncle 
John.”” They wanted to see the marriage certiti- 
cate of Mrs. Hawes and promisedto leave her 
and “Lou” together and never trouble them 
again. Mrs. Hawes did not show the certificate, 
as she did not think it was any of their business. 
She said she never had any trouble with her hus- 
band before in regard to women. In regard toa 
letter of hersto Mrs. Wetmore, saying that her 
husband went with other women, she explained 
that she wrote this simply for effect. As tothe 
reputed offer of $10,000 from Mrs. Wetmore to 
ret possession of Hawes, Mrs. Hawes said her 

usband had simply told her that a woman had 
offered him this sum to leave her, ana she as- 
sumed that it was Mrs. Wetmore. 

Nathan L. Hawes was recalled by Assistant 
District Attorney Vincent in rebuttal. He de- 
nied point blank that he had ever been to Coney 
Is!and with the defendant in his life: was never 
married to her there by the Rev. Mr. Paxton, 
whom he had never heard of, or by any one else 
there. Healso denied that he haa boasted of 
paying $600 to * fix” the case against Mrs. Wet- 
more. 

A letter read from Mrs. Wetmcre to Hawes, 
the authenticity of which she admitted, was 
dated Dec. 29, 1883, and was addressed to “ My 
own precious darling husband.” It goes on in 
this strain: 

Yourtwo letters of the 26thand 28th of December 
were duly received, and they were the only two un- 
kind and unwelcome letters that I ever received from 
my baby. Dariing,1I think your unkind acts is more 
than I can bear without your cruel letters. You ask 
me to destroy allthe letters I have from you, That 
request, darling, I cannot grant, for they are all I have 
from you. Those that are dear I will keep, and those 
two unkind ones last I will keepaiso. Lu, another re- 
quest you ask of me, and that is to keep your 
secrets. A secret of yours I have not, 
for that is something you never intrusted 
with me. Darling, you speak of my love growing less. 
It is no less for you now than it ever was, but your 
unkind acts and your cruel letters to me have made my 
confidence grow less. But, dariing, I hope you will see 
the day that you will change and be your own true self 
again. Lu, my darling, your cruel ucts and letters are 
more than I am able to stand. God above knows, Lu, 
that I have never done anything to cause your cold- 
ness and unkindness toward me. But why speak of 
this now to oue who has change® as Lu? 

Darling Lou, bow often have I told you while you 
were true, good, and kind to me that you could thor- 
oughly depend upon me for everything in my power; 
but, darling, it seems that you neither care for my 
kindness nor desire my confidence, Now, darling, what 
on earth do you wish me to do? Darling, Aunt Mary 
was at my house last night until 11:10 P. M., and, 
Lu, she’ is a perfect littie lady, and she says that if 
you will make up your mind what you are going to do, 
and do it, that your folks will all be your 
friends, but that you will have no friends act- 
ing as you do. 4u, your Aunt Mary wants, 
to see you, and she saysthat you must do something 
and do it at once,und she says trom Cecil’s actions 
when she was there she don't seem to care how it ends, 
so it ends, and that she seemed perfectly happy. Lu, 
lam glad that you make some one happy, as you don’t 
seem desirous of making your Annie happy any more. 
Darling, you speak of business. I don’t wish to con- 
sume any of your time for me, as your time |s all taken 
up in your own business and in Brookiyn. I do not 
desire any of your valuable time. I have never 
asked but one thing of you, and that I wish 
you to do for me in New-York. I cannot stay 
us Jong as the present state of affairs exist. And it 
seems as 1f they will neverend. And, Lu, Aunt Mary 
says that all that Celia had to say about you and me 
the other night she said it before Daveand his brother, 
and that his brother rose up and remarked that this is 
a funny world. 

Lu, please send me the name of the woman of whom 
Mr. Robinson spoke. Dariing Lu, my prayers you have, 
and I give them freely. 

Darling, with many kisses, I remain, your own de- 
voted little wife, NNA. 

Darling, my letter you can keep. Lu, send me the 
map of the Burlington property. 

Another letter read by Mr. Vincent from Mrs. 
Wetmore to Hawes, which she could not recall, 
was written on Dec. 31, 1883, and was as follows: 
My Own Precious Darling Husband: 

Darling, you say I have never written you a third 
letter since we were murried, but, precious one, you 
were s0 kind and loving yesterday that it has left me 
more happy than ever before in my life, and, darling, 
when I think of to-day being the last day that you are 
to be away from me it seems to me, darling, 1 cannot 
wait until to-morrow to come. But I will wait for my 
sweet darling little husband—yes, wait with pleasure 
until] to-morrow, when my darling sweet husband will 
be with me until the immutable ‘aws of time and of 
nature are fulfilled and either you or I are gathered to 
our fathers. Then, and not till then, 1 hope, we will be 
inseparable. 

This day, darling, is not only the last one you will be 
ener from me, but the last of the old year, and I sin- 
cerely trust the last of all your trouble and vexation, 
and may the new year dawn upon you more propitious- 
ly than ever before, and continue throughout the year 
bright, prosperous, ana free from all care und trouble, 
and with meto share your joys and sorrows. Andthat 
there may never again come over you a cloud of 
sorrow, of pain. or an affliction, and I know, 
darling one, with me the cloud, should it gath- 
er, will be dispersed by my loving arms and 
words. And, darling, when you do return to my loving 
arms you will have no occasion to find fault with your 
loving Annie, who will be true and live only for her 

recious baby, and then I know he will fully return the 
oving gift, and live the sume for his loving and de- 
voted little wife. Accept one more kiss from your own 
trusting, loving little Annie. ‘lo my own sweet love 
= precious darling husband good-bye for a little 
onger.

THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 

The annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Diocese of New-York 
convened yesterday morning in St. Augustine's 
Chapel, in Houston-street, Assistant Bishop 
Potter presiding. The number of delegates pres- 
ent is larger than usual. Francis Lobdell was ap- 
pointed Secretary and George Blanchard Assist- 
ant Secretary. The Lord Bishop of Rochester 
was introduced and spoke a few words, thanking 
the Convention for its courtesy, and speaking of 
the moral power of the New-York Diocese and 
how it would be retlected upon the country dio- 


ceses. A memorial was read froin St. Paul's Church, 
Stapleton, calling attention to the laws of the 
State torarding rafiies and lotteries, and claim- 
ing that those held at church fairs were in direct 
opposition to the laws. Appended to the memo- 
rial was a resolution which the Convention was 
asked toact upon. The signers of the memorial 
were allowed to withdraw it. Stephen P. Nash 
said it appeared asa lecture to the Convention, 
and if the memorialists desired legislation the 
deputies of the church should present a canon 
on the subject. A special committee, consisting 
of the Rev. Drs. Mu'chahey. Tiffany, and Charles 
Shaw, was appuinied to revise the canons, some 
of which, it wus stated, were bard to understand. 
The Convention then adjourned to l’o’clock this 
moroing.

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DRINKING POISONED WATER. 


DEATH OF A MEMBER OF A FAMILY WITH 
SUICIDAL TENDENCIES. 

Bertha Silk died early yesterday morn- 
ing at No. 1,135 First-avenue, where she boarded 
with Margaret Kiene, a midwife, who in August 
attended her when she gave birth to a dead 
female child. It is believed that her death w:s 
caused by her drinking water in which lucifer 
matches had been soaked. Her father Martin 
keeps clothing and fancy goods stores at Nos. 
44] and 577 Eighth-avenue and is a man of con- 
siderable means. He came to America 12 years 


ago and was followed by his second wife and her 
son and his children, three girls and four boys. 
Bertha at the time of her death had been dis- 
carded by her father and some of her brothers 
and sisters. She was always wayward, and 10 
years ago left home against her father’s wish 
and went into service. She returned home at 
irrerulur intervals when she was out of a place, 
and last worked for a man named Jacobson, in 
Second-street. Since then her life had been ir- 
regular. 

Six monthsago her sister, Rosie Stone, wife of 
a tailor, saw her pass her residence, No. 345 East 
Twenty-fourth-street, and called her in. She 
was richly dressed, and she told Rosie that she 
was married to a rich liquor dealer, who had a 
saloon at First-avenue and Sixty-secona-street. 
She would not give his name, but pretended to 
be about to become a mother, and promised to 
send the baby to her sister when it was born. 
Three months ago Detective Campbell, of the 
Twenty-eighth Precinct, saw Bertha in the 
company of John Herman Knoope, a_ beer 
saioon keeper, of Sixty-first-street and First- 
avenue, and Mrs. Kiene, at the Liederkranz pic- 
nic at Jones’s Wood, Tuesday morning Camp- 
bell was instructed by Capt. Gunner to visit Mrs. 
Kiene’s to investigate a report that she kept a 
disorderly house. He could not find that the 
charge was true, and did not see Bertha. Late 
at night Dr. M. Leon, of No. 404 Lexington- 
avenue, called at the East Fifty-ninth-street 
station house and reported that Bertha was in a 
dangcrous condition from phosphorus poisoning, 
and that she had recently been confined. 

A police officer was sent to Mrs. Kiene’s, and 
early yesterday morning Coroner Merkle took 
Bertha’s ante mortem deposition. She said she 
was tired of life and that on Saturday she soaked 
three boxes of matches in some water and then 
drank it. Mrs. Kiene said in her testimony that 
Bertha came to her in the latter partof July. 
Three weeks later she was confined. A week aft- 
er she was able to go out and attended picnics, 
coming home late. Monday she was ailing and 
on+ Tuesday a doctor was necessary. Bertha 
died six hours after making her statement and 
her body was sent to the Morgue. 

Capt. Gunner has Knoope and Mrs, Kiene 
under surveillance. Bertha’s brothers, Henry 
and Joseph, have furnished the newspapers 
with stories of attempted suicide. In June, 1822, 
Henry shot himself in the Central Park, but he 
recovered. In March last Joseph, who now 
works at the store at No. 577 Eighth-avenue, 
shot himself three timesin the Park, and went 
home when his condition was discovered. 
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AN OFFICER LOSES HIS PRISONER. 
Charles P. Rice, a young man of 28 years, 
living at Fort Ann, about 22 miles from Saratoga, 
N. Y., has been acting as agent for Chew Broth- 
ers’ nursery, at Rochester, N. Y., for some time 
past. Recently he became dilatory in making 


returns of his collections, and was found to be 
about $300 short in his accounts. Efforts were 
made to ascertain his whereabouts, and finally 
Constable James Riley, of Paterson, N. J., found 
him stopping at the Franklin House, in that city. 
He arrested him yesterday afternoon about 3:45. 
Rice asked the oflicer’s permission to write two 
letters, which of course was granted. So he sat 
down and indicted two letters to his brother, 
directing them to different Post Offices, near his 
place of residence, in order to assure the deliv- 
ery of one if the other failed to reach him 
promptly. In these letters he told his brother 
where he could get $400, and urged him to send 
the money on to him immediately, as he was 
under arrest and needed the money to secure 
his release. These letters being written and 
directed, he politely requested the officer to re- 
tire for two or three minutes. The officer did 
so, and had barely got outside the door when he 
heard the explosion of a revolver, and, rushing 
back into the room, he found Rice lying on the 
floor dead, with a bullet through the temple. 
The dead man leaves a wife and two children. 
THE BROADWAY ROAD INJUNCTION. 
The hearing on the motion for the con- 
tinuance of the injunction obtained by E. M. 
Knox and other taxpayers against tre Alder- 
menand the Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany was closed yesterday. John M. Scribner, 


of counsel for the railroad company, argued that 
all the proceedings by which the Aldermen had 
given their consent tothe construction of the 
road of the defendant company in Broadway 
were in accordance with the General Railroad 
act passed in May. He suggested that the 
piaintiffs, instead of prosecuting their pres- 
ent suit, should go before the Commis- 
sioners, who, in lieu of the consent of 
property owners, are to determine whether or 
not a railroad should be built in Broadway, and 
advance such reasons as they may think make it 
improper to permit any special railroad company 
to build there. 

L. E. Chittenden insisted that the injunction 
should be continued in force, if for no other 
reason than that the resolution objected to was 
passed by the Aldermen ata meeting which the 
Corporation Counsel has declared was not prop- 
erly called. The Aldermen, he said, had acted 
with brazen effrontery, and with a dishonest 
spirit and purpose. Judge Donohue took the 


papers. 
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PAWNING ANOTHER MAN’S DOG. 

Park Policeman Taylor, on duty in 
Tompkins-sguare on Tuesday, was startled by 
the appearance of Charles Dresh,a young Ger- 
man, living at No. 311 East Eleventh-street, who 
was alternately leading and being led by a huge 
mastiff. Dresh had evidently drank more beer 
than he could conveniently navigate with, and 
as he staggered through the park the huge 
brute caused great excitement and consternation 
among the women and children. Taylor ar-

HEAVY RUBBER DEALERS FAIL. 
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BURDETT & POND SUSPEND, WITH LIABIL- 
ITIES OF ABOUT $300,000. 

The firm of Burdett & Pond, importezs 
of crude rubber and other South American 
products, at No. 174 Water-street, made #u assign- 
ment yesterday to Henry M. Burdett, son of the 
head of the firm, with preferences. Although no 
schedule has yet been made up, it is said that the 
liabilities will not exceed $300,000. If the firm 
can get what is due them from South American 
houses, which they confidently, expect to 
do, though it will take eight months or 
a year, they figure on assets exceeding 
their liabilities by at least $200,000. Owing 
to the depressed state of trade for 
a year past, and bad crops in Brazil, remittances 


to the house from Para had been so slow that it 
was forced to suspend. For six months past the 
firm had been endeavoring to liquidate their 
debts. Within the past aoe they had taken 
up considerably over $100, in notes. The 
preferences amount to about $125,000, the Mer- 
cantile National Bank coming first with notes 
they had discounted for the firm. The bank offi- 
cers refused to say yesterday how much was 
due them, but they confidently asserted that 
aside from the first preferences the bank was 
amply secured for every dollar by good 
real estate. Mr. Burdett was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the bank, and took care that 
it should be secured. When he saw that an as- 
signment was inevitable he resigned bis place in 
the bank. The bank officers would not say yes- 
terday whether the resignation had been accept- 
ed or not. - The other preferences are for Charles 
M. Burdett, another son of Charles P. Burdett, 
who holds a promissory note for $20,000; Mary 
R. Burdett and Mary Pond, the wives of the As- 
signees, for the value of dower rights in certain 
rights in real estate, which rights had been 
mortgaged to secure the payment of ———— 
notes issued by the firm, and the firm of Park 
Tilford, grocers, for an amount not stated. 

The house is a very old one, Mr. Burdette hav- 
ing started it more than 30 years ago. Of late 
considerable of its capital has been tied up in 
real estate. An examination of the firm's books 
made by Bradstreet’s Agency for the creditors 
yesterday may be summarized thus: The firm's 
estimates of their assets, including the partners’ 
real estate, are about $590,000. The total liabili- 
ties, including the debts preferred in the assign- 
ment, are about $297,000. Scaling down these 
assets to an amount which can probably be col- 
lected, and reducing the estimated value of the 
equity in real estate by $100,000, there will be lett 
a surplus of $107,000 over all liabilities.

Gallagher testified that Keat- 
ing took tincture of opium with the intention of 
committing suicide last January. The jury’s 
verdict was that Keating had shot himself while 
laboring under a temporary fit of aberration of 
mind, and they exonerated O’Shea from all 
blame. ©’Shey earnestly thanked the jury and 
left the court room with his friends.

NEW AQUEDUCT PLANS. 

Chief Engineer Church reported to the 
Aqueduct Commission yesterday that the first 
section of the new aqueduct would extend from 
High Bridge to the Van Courtland estate, a dis-

000. The second section, from the northern ter- 
minus of the first to a point near Yonkers, a dis- 
tance of 12,300 feet, wili cost $1,343,000. Commis- 
sioner Thompson said he was opposed to chang- 
ing the form of the aqueduct in any part; be- 
lieved that the Commissioners should retain ab- 
solute control of the work and not delegate any 
of their powers to the engineers; and that the 
engineers should not have power to change the 
size and grade of theagueduct.
